STAMPING MILLS AT WARDNER 
ARE IN RUINS. 


One Thousand Armed Men Invade the 
Town, Take Possession, Place 
3000 Pounds of Dynamite 
Under the Buildings.

WARDNER, Idaho, 


Was to-day the scene of the worst 
since the deadly labor war of 1892. 
man is dead, another is thought to be mor- 
tally wounded and property valued at $2#,- 
000 has been destroyed by gian: powder and 
fire. Tipe damage was done by un.on men 
and sympathizers from Canyon Creck, about 
twenty miles from, Wardner, who are on a 
strike for higher wages, and the property 
destroyed belomged to the gold and siiver 
m.ning companies, who have filled tne 
Strikers’ places with non-union men. 

This morning a mob of from 8) to 1000 
men, all of them armed and many of them 
masked, seized a tra:n at Burke, the head 
of Canyon Creek. There were nine box 
cars and a passenger coach and they were 
biack with the mob. The vis.tors brought 
with them 900 pounds of giant powder. 

After a pariey of two hours, l4v men 
armed with Winc.esStelie, murke wen i) 
ihe iead and Wardner men fol.ow_ng, siarte 
ed with yeiis for the Bunker -Hiul awd suis 
Van milis and other DUMU.UBS, Ohe-.Hlld of 
a mi.e froin the depot. 

They sent scouts ahead and 
Scouts fired a snot as a s.gnal 
mil was abandoned. 

This was misuncerstood by the main body 
of the mob, who thought thai non-union 
miners in the h.lls had opened fire on tuem, 
and they began nring on taei.r own scouts. 
About iv snols Were thus exchanged be- 
tween the rioters and their scou.s, and 
Jack Sem.th, one of the scouis, formerly of 
British Columbia and a noted figure in driil 
contesie, Was shot dead, 

The fatal error was discovered after a 
few. seconds’ filing, and Smith's body was 
brought down from the nils.de. 

By this time the strikers had taken pos- 
session of the Bunker Hiil and Sullivan 
m.ils, which they found deserted, the man- 
ager having directed his employes not to 
risk their lives by battiilng w.th the mob. 
Powder was called for and sixty ®-pound 
kegs and boxes were carfied from the depot 
to the mill. The heaviest charge wag placed 
under the, brick office but.ding. Other 
charges were placed around the mill. Tnen 
the boarding-house, a frame s.ructure, was 
burned, Fuses ieading to the charges 
were lighted and the str.kers, carrying the 
dead body ‘Of Scout Smith, retired to a safe 
distance. 

At 2:36 p. m. the first blast went off. It 
shook the ground for miles and bulidings 
in Wardner, two miles away, trembled. At 
intervals of about 60 seconds, four other 
charges went off, the fifth being the larg- 
est, and completely demolishing the mili. 
The loss to the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
Co. is estimated at from $250,000 to $3,000. 
In a few minutes the strikers went back 
to the station, the whistle was blown for 
ftragglers. the mcb soon climbed aboard 
and at 3 o'clock, just three hours after its 
arrival, the train pulled out for Canyon 
Creek. ' 

Dur.ng the fusillade from the guns of th® 
mob Jim Chayne, a Bunker Hill and Sulli- 
van mill man, was severely shot thfough 
the hips. It is reported that he was carried 
off by the strikers and his wound Is prob- 
ably fatal. 

J. J. Rogers, a stenographer tn thre em- 
ploy of the company, was shot through the 
lip, but his wound is trivial. 

This morning the 230 non-unlon miners at 
the Bunker Hil! and Sullivan had warning 
of the coming of the mob. and left the mine 
and took to the hills. They have not been 
seen since. Union men working in the 
Last Chance left the mine this afternoon, 
presumably to take part in the riot. 

The present strike In the Couer d'Alene 
mining district In Northern Idaho was in- 
augurated about ten days ago and is di- 
rected principally against the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mine at Wardner, where non- 
union men are employed. The demands of 
the miners for increased wages were met 
by mine owners, but the miners’ demand

It Takes in, Besides the Carnegie 
Works, the National Steel and 
American Hoop Steel Compa- 
nies and the American Tin 
Plate Company.

NEW YORK, April 29.—The arrival of 
President John W. Gates, of the American 
Steel Wire Co. of Chicago, from South- 
ampton, was coincident with the formation 
at the Waldorf-Astoria of one of the great- 
est trusts in the history of manufacturing 
and commercial monopolies. Half a dozen 
of the largest capitalists in steel and iron 
met in a private room at the Waldorf- 
Astoria and consummated the monster 
combination in metal. The men at the 
conference were: H. Judge, William H. 
Moore, of Boore Bros., promoters of Chi- 
cago; G. D. Reid, President of the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate Co.: C. 8S. Huthrie and H. 
A. Painter, of the American Steel Haop 
Co. Several officers of the National Steel 
Co. were present. It was said that Mana- 
ger Frick, of! the Carnegie interests, him- 
self, was there. The consolidation of steel 
interests was accomplished before night. 

These companies are in the deal: Carne- 
gle Steel Co., National Steel Co., American 
Heop Steel Co., American Tin Plate Co.

tional Carnegie Steel Co. Mr. Frick Is to 
be President of the trust.

SPAIN TO BE PAID TC-MORROW 


Warrants for the $20,000,000 in Dis- 
charge of Treaty Obligations 
Drawn on the Treasurer. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—At the request 
of.the Secretary of State the Treasury De- 
partment to-day drew four diplomatic set- 
tlement warrants for $5,000,000 each in dis- 
charge of the treaty obligations of the 
United States to Spain. 

The warrants directed the Treasurer of 
the United States to pay these several! 
sums to His Exceliency, Jules Cambon, 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipoteniary of France, representative of 
the government ‘of Spain. The warrants 
were signed by F. A. Vanderlip, Assistant

Enraged Man Hopes That His Victim 
‘Will Die and Explains His Crime 
by an Alleged Effort to 
Oust Him.

BAN FRANCISCO, April 2.—When Pat- 
fick Donovan last went to his accustomed 
place among the members of the choir of 
St. Rose’s Church on Fourth and Brannan 
streets he had strapped about his waist a 
hatchet, sharpedgecd and fitted loosely for 
eonvenient service in a contemplated as- 
eauit. Through all the religious ceremony 
he turned his mind to murder which he 
expécted to accomplish. His einging of 
hymns mingled strangely with secret vi- 
tuperation, and behind his outward show 
of feligious fervor was the determination 
to wreak vengeance for imagined wrongs 
upoh one who had been his friend for a 
score of years. 

When the service had pbeen concluded 
Donovan filed out to the vestibule with the 
congregation. There he waited until aged 
Alexander Jardine came toward the street. 
The old man recognized Donovan and step- 
ped, toward him, extending his hand in sal- 
utation. ‘ 

There were no worda spoken. Donovan 
@natched the hatchet from beneath his coat 
and struck Jardine on the head several 
times with the blade and hammer end of 
the weapon. 

The vestibule was crowded with outgoing 
worshipers, but Donovan's action had been 
eo, rapid and unexpected that no person had 
an opportunity to prevent the attempt at 
murder. Jardine fell backward and was 
Caught by one of the by-standers. Donovan 
immediately surrendered his weapon and 
was hurried to the City Prison. His victim 
wae taken to the Recelving Hospital. It is 
expected that the injured man will dle. 
The lfiosplial surgeons found that he had 
received a compound fracture of the skull, 
causd by the hammer énd of the hatchet.

ALL IS SERENE. 


The Press of Berlin, However, Takes 
Occasion to Point Out Various 
Lessons as a Result of the 
Coghlan Incident. 


BERLIN, April 29.—The Coghlan incident 
has been very generally discussed by the 
German papers this week, although it is 
evident, as stated to the Post-Dispatch cor- 


respondent here by a responsible member | 


of the Government, that the journalistic 
mouthpieces of the Government did not de- 
Sire to construe the objectionable utter- 
ances as anything more than the remarks 


of a man who had not been accustomed to 
measuring his words. 

For a day or two, however, a number of 
the leading newspapers ublished severe 
strictures on the case. ‘ith a view to 
obtaining a declaration from Governmental 
headquarters, the correspondent here of 
—the Associated Press sought an interview 
with Privy Councillor Hamman, a high of- 
ficial of the foreign office. Having been 
instructed by the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Baron Von Buelow, Councillor Ham- 
man said: 

“So far as the foreign office knows, there 
never was a serious misunderstanding be- 
tween Admiral Von Diedrichs and Admiral 
Dewey, not even during the early part of 
last summer. We will not deny that there 
may have been slight ‘hitches at first, for 
the situation was a difficult one for both 
Germans and Americans. Admiral Dewey 
may possibly have syspected for a time that 
Admiral Von Diedrich’s was intriguing 
with the Spaniards at Manila, or that Ger- 
many may have meant to take a hostile 
stand. This may have been due to certain 
evolutions of our ships which Admiral 
Dewey misconstrued. On the other hand, 
Admiral Von Diedrichs probably keenly felt 
the restrictions of a stringent blockade 
which greatly hampered the movements of 
his ships. This irksome position may have 
tried the patience of Admiral Von Diedrichs 
at times. This, we believe, was the case 
both at Manila and at Iloilo, but whatever 
little unpleasantness grew out of this con- 
dition never, if we have been correctly in- 
formed, took a serious complexion, and it 
never was so understood by either party. 

“All this was over long ago, and the 
grass has overgrown It. Since the end 
last summer the relations of Admiral von 
Diedrichs and Dewey Whve been of the 
most pleasant character, and, according to 
the latest advices, are so now, to the ex- 


tent of rendering mutual services and fra- , 


ternizing on more than one occasion. The 
same conditions exist at Samoa, where, all 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding, 
our advices show that never since the 
trouble bewan have the relations of the 
commander and crew of the German cruiser 
Falke and those of the English and Amer- 
ican vessels ceased to be cordial and 
yjleasant. This has been the case especial- 
y with the Americans. Among the crew 
of the United States cruiser Philadelphia 
‘are a number of German-Americans, and 
through them friendly intercourse came 
te naturally. All our reports agree on 
this point.

An officia¥ of the Wabash Hospital at 
Moberly said last night that his road had 
Whbrought over 1100 excursionists to Kirks- 
ville at $1 a head. 

e storm has devastated the entire 
southeast section of the city, rendering 
homeless nearly 1000 persons, who last night 
slept in the hospitable homes of their more 
fortuante friends. Some of the men whose 
houses were not wholly swept away, or 
who were able yesterday afternoon to gath- 
er up portions of their scattered househoid 
effects, built fires and camped out by the 
side of their possessions. The relic hunters 
are almost as rapacious as the thieves 
who operate in the big cities, following dis- 
asters by fire or storm. 

The loss in property and household goods 
will exceed $350,000. Mayor Noonan esti- 
mated last night. More than $2000 was sub- 
scribed by citizens of Kirkville yesterday 
afternoon for the relief fund. 

Some o* the stories of persons who es- 
gapes the fury of the cyclone are wonder- 
ful. Frank ouglass was caught in his 
front yard on McPherson street, as he was 
running for the house. He grasped a tree 
and lay flat on the ground. A second later 
bis home was fiying through the air, and 
the tree was left standing. the only one on 
the biock. He was injured by being struck 


with debris. 

The family of Judge Ellison escaped in 
the nick of time.by fleeing to the cellar. 
Their handsome brick house on East I ]f- 
nois street is in ruins. Hundreds of others 
saved their lives by retreating to cellars. 
These cellars were never constructed with 
a view to service as cyclone pits, but were 
fortunately built with each house for usage 
as is customary in small cities. 

Kirksville 's so near Kansas and Iowa 
where cyclones are not s6 rare, that the 
people took to them as readily as they do 
in the other States at the alarm to fly for 
the caves, 


Like all other cyclones, this one cut some 
cur‘ous capers, razing houses here, skip- 
ping others there, wrenching a roof off the 
next instant, and picking up and tear'ng 
into splinters the one following.

J. 8. Knight, a Cleveland (O.) traveling 
man, was standing in the door of Poole’s 
Hotel when the cyclone struck. He as- 
sisted in the rescue work. 

“The scene was such that I cannot cor- 
rectly desvribe it,’ he said. 

“I distinctly saw one woman blown along 
in the air fully 10 feet from the ground. I 
saw a mattress lodge on top of a telegraph 

ole. and found a brussels carpet in a tree. 
This carpet had been torn from a floor by 
the wind 

“Conveyances were scarce, and I assisted 
in placing eight mangled bodies, wrapped 
in quilts; in a wagonette. 

“The bodies were taken to the places of 
the only two undertakers in town, and 
were prepared as rapidly as possible. Per- 
sons whose houses escaped destruction 
cared for the injured.”’ 

The death of Miss Bessie Green is a ead 
one. She is said to have been the affianced 
wife of a prominent young man, and was 
at work on her wedding clothes when the 
house was demolished. 

Her arms and legs were broken, and her 
skull wae crushed like an eas shell. She 
had dressed her hair above her forehead, 
and, strange to state, this was not d-sar- 
ranged. 

J. D. Anthony saw the cyclone coming, 
and, gathering his 2-month-old baby in his 
arms, ran from the house and placed the 
little one under a culvert; where it was 
found, cooing, and withdtt @ scratch, an 
hour later. Anthony’s wife was blown a 
distance of six blocks and lodged in a tree. 
The house was demol'shed. 

A splinter was driven by the wind into 
Oscar Ingold’s neck a distance of three in- 
ches. It was pulled out with difficulty. 

John Deaton grasped a telegraph ot on 
East Normal avenue. and held to it durin 
the blow. He saw Theodore Brigman killed. 
but escaped injury himseif. The pole he 
gra-ped was the only one left standing 
on the avenue. 

Mr. B H. Lowenstein says: “Standing on 
the center of a pile of debris, I saw an up- 
right piano, with the front panel knocked 
off, exposing the etringes. Bevond the loss 
of the panel the piano was not even 
scratched.”’ 

W. L. Yankee said a house fell on him, 
He is a mass of cuts and bruises, yet he is 
able to get about. 

Dr. F. P. Young saw a house on East 
Pierce etreet, from which the four wal's 
and roof were missing, and in the kitchen 
was a stove on which supper was cooking.

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People of St. Clair County 
Will Fight If Neeessary. 


WILL GUARD THEIR JUDGES. 


NOTICE IS THAT THIS TIME NO 
ARRESTS CAN BE MADE. 


For Thirty Years the United States 
Courts Have Been Defied and the 
Trouble Is -More Sharply 
Drawn Than Ever. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OSCBDOLA, Mo., April 20.—The long fight 
of the people of St. Clair County against 
the United States may to-morrow end in 
bloodshed 

The farmers who are in symathy with the 
fugitive Judges of St. Clair County have 
organized a party #0 strong, each member 
of which is pledged to escort the three 
Judges into Osceola to-morrow, when th: 
County Court must meet and levy taxe® 
and will resist any United States Marsha! 
or Deputy who attempts to serve an at- 
tachment paper on any of the members, 

It is understood that the men are to sur- 
round the courthouse afier the Judges have 
taken their places inside and prevent, with 
their guns, the entrance of anyone else. 

In order to make the tax levy binding, it 
is necessary that the Judges hold their 
meeting in the coumhouse, otherwise they 
would probably get together in some se- 
cluded farmhouse, with the County Clerk 
and the Sheriff, who are m sympathy witn 
them. 

In spite of this threat it is announced from 
Kansas City that Marshal Durham and a 
force of deputies will be on hand to serve 
attachments that have been issued by the 
United States Court. 

For 26 years the people of St. Clair County, 
Missouri, have been in revolt against a 
judgment of the Federal Court. During 
all of that time the County Judges have 
passed the greater portion of their terms 
of office in jail for contempt. During all 
this time jucee and people have defied the 
court, and all the might of the nation’s ju- 
diciary eystem has been insufficient to com- 
pel a settiement of the decree. The case is 
one of the most pecullar that has ever 
arisen in the history of America. 

Recently Judges Gill and Thomas D. 
Nevill, two of the members of the County 
Court, returned to their homes from the 
county jail in Kansas City. Judge Gill's 
health failed during the six moathe’ stay 
in jail, and he was not re-elected, as 
this meant more jail life for him. 

The case is a page from the history 
of railroad ‘exploitation in the West in the 
early seventies. St. Clair County is a part 
of the Osage country, not rich in minerals 
or with exceptionally good lands. It is a 
piain backwoode district, peoplefl by men 
and women who have lived there all their 
lives, and who have the determination of 
their British and Scotch ancestors. But 
the country had no railroad to haul its 
produce to market, and the offer of one 
was hailed with pleasure § years ago. The 
nearest line to St. Clair was at Sedelia, 
©) miles away. 


So when advance agents of the Tebo & 
Neosho Railway went to Osceola and pro- 
posed to build a branch of the road from 
Kansas City to Helena, Ark., the people 
were anxious to accept. Some @ count.es 
in Western Missouri discussed the proposi- 
tion for a bond issue. St, Clair accepted 
and agreed to take $20,000 of stock, to be 
paid for in county bonds. There has al- 
ways been some question if the peiitions 
for the bond issue had a majority of the 
votes, but they were so recorded, and the 
issue was decided upon. This was in 1870. 
They were conditioned on the running of 
the road through the county on the best 
practicable line. Fifty thousand dollars 
was to be delivered when five miles of the 
road-had been constructed, $100,000 more 
when the road crossed the Osage River and 
that stream was bridged, and the remain- 
der when the road was graded through the 
whole county. 

This was satisfactory to the people, but it 
is asserted that later the county court 
stripped the county of all protecting con- 
ditions and agreed to deliver bonds when 
contracts had been let for masonry work, 
On Novy, 2, 1870, the bonds were signed and 
delivered. That was the last of the rail- 
road. It has never been built and nobody 
asserts it was ever to be. But the holders 
of the bonds sold them, and the judgment is 
pased on the innocent third-party-holder 
aw. 

The people refused to pay the first tax 
levied to pay interest and learned of the 
issue of the bonds. Then they repudiated 
the whole thing and sat down, satisfied no 
court would hold against them. But in 
1878 suit was brought for $80,000 of the bonds 
and decided against the county. Then 
Judge Dillon issued a mandamus on the 
County Court commanding the judges to 
levy the necessary tax. The judges, learn- 
ing of the coming of the Marshal with his 
order, took to the woods, and it Was a long 
time before the officer was able to serve his 
papers. 


When he did serve them the order was 
ignored. The Judges were opposed to the 
tax, and, even If they favored it, they knew 
the temper of their people too well to take 
chances. Then an’ order ct arrest for  .on- 
tempt of court was ‘ssued and the vudges 
were baled to Kansas City for hearing. 
Judges Agabel Heath, Thomas J. Younger, 
John Breedon, John FP. Love and Thomas 
Henley were the first men 'o suffer volun- 
tary imprisonment rither than pay what 
they belleved to be an tnjust debt. 

When the fight began wie people fought 
the court because oi their wrath at the 
fraud put upon them. Now they keep it 
up because they could not pay if they 
would, The amount has grown by accre- 
tion of interest compounded from $250,0.0 to 
over $1,300,000, The assvossed valuation of 
the entire county 1s only $4,000,000, so it will 
be seen that to Issue the levy necessary to 
take up this debt would confiscate every 
acre of land in St. Clay. The people are 
willing to compromise anil pay the face of 
the bonds, but as this offer is rejected they 
keep up the battle. 

After a few courts had been locke! up tn 
a bedy candidates for tie office became 
volunteers willing to go to jall to preven} 
a tax levy. For nearly thirty yeams the 
war has continued and is not ended yet. 
Every time Judge Phillips opens court be 
finds a group of three patient typical Svuth.- 
western Missouri farmers in court waiting 
for commitment to jail. He offers them 
advice and admonition. They reply with 
the stated offer of compromise. and, of 
course, are turned down. Then the Judge 
winds it all up by wearlly ordering his 
Marshal to jock them up. 


This has been a Federal Court scene tn 
Kansas City s0 long that any _ reporter 
in the city could give an account of almost 
the exact words without going to the court. 
Judge Phillips has become s0 accustomed 
ts the ceremonial that he makes the same 
old speech in the same perfunctory way, 
Hstens to the reply in the same listiess man- 
ner and waves the County Judges to jail 
with the same weary Wave of the han3. 
Rut the bonds have not been paid, nor any 
ef the interest. The Federal authorities 
are pugzied and the people of St. Clair de- 
termined. How it will end, if it ever does 
get out of the court, is a question for chan- 
ecery tO wrangie with,

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Though it rests with the President to say 
when the report shall be given to the pub- 
lic, the verdict is known to be that the 
charges which Gen. Miles made before the 
War Investigation Commissioners are not 
austained in reference to the refrigerated 
beef, although his contention that the 
canned roast beef was not a suitable con- 
tinuous ration is admitted. There is di- 
rect criticism of Gen. Miles for failing to 
promptly bring to the attention of the 
War Department the reports made to him 
concerning bad beef, and ‘“‘several indiv.d- 
uals’ are censured for failing to observe 
the proprieties of their position as com- 
manding officers in this and other respects. 

The Court takes the position that the tes- 
timony is conciusive that both the refriger- 
ated beef and the canned beef were in good 
condition when delivered to the Govern- 
ment and continued so unt! issued to the 
troops except in especial instances, where 
the deterioration was due to accidenial 
conditions in transportation or to the iIn- 
fluences of the tropical climate. The re- 
port adm'ts the liability of refrigerated 
beef to taint quickly after removal from 
the chests. The court finds the charges of 
‘embalming’ the fresh beef to have been 
unsubstantiated by the testtimony and says 
no chemicais were used to pres:rve it. It 
wlso finds that it would have been im- 
practicable to secure beef On the hoof for 
the Cuban campaign. The find ng is like- 
w.se in opposition to the assertion on the 
part of Gen. Miles that the use of the beef 
was an experiment. 

Much attention is given to the charges 
concerning the canned roast beef and it is 
Stated that the test.mony proves it to have 
been wholesome and nutritious where used 
in moderation and under favorabie circum- 
stances. The position is taken that too 
much of this article of food was supplied 
to the men and that under the cir°:um- 
stances it was unpalatable and foundiun- 
desirable as a continuous ration. The fact 
is set forth that the canned roast beef had 
not been used to any apprec’ab.e extent be- 
fore the beginning of this war and it is 
therefore regarded as a practically untried 
ration. 

In view of this fact the Commissary Gen- 
eral is roundly critic!sed for the purchase 
of the meat in such extensive quantities, 
As to the character of the meat for whole- 
someness and nutrition the reports of 
Profs. Atwater and Chittenden are quoted 
at length, sustaining the claims in this re- 
spect.

ZELAYA MUST NOT SEIZE AMERI- 
CAN PROPERTY. 


CUSTOMS WERE LEVIED TWICE. 


Merchants Declined to Pay Nicaragua, 
Closed Their Warehouses and 
Hoisted Old Glory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The cruiser 
Detroit, having on board Minister Merry, 
reached Bluefields, Nicaragua, to-day, ac- 
cording to a dispatch received. The De- 
partment of State expects some trouble in 
Nicaragua, and does not hesitate to an- 
nounce that in the event that Zelaya at- 
tempts to seize property, force will be 
used to prevent it. 

American citizens who have complained 
of the Zelaya government to levy cus- 
toms duties twice have been advised to 
make the payment, by the Department of 
State, under protest. The insurgent gov- 
ernment, under Gen. Reyes, forced the 
American citizens to pay duties on ail 
goods brought into the country during his 
control of Bluefields and the merchants 
naturally object to again vee gage J payment. 
Miniscer Merry has advised the depart- 
ment that the Americans have refused to 
pay the duties a second time and have 
closed their stores and warehouses, seaied 
them and raised the American flag over 
the buildings. 

This was not in accordance with the in- 
structions sent them by the department. 
The State Department wished to have the 
duties paid under protest and then recover 
the money, with interest, by diplomatic ne- 
gotiations. This is unsatisfactory to the 
citizens who own property there. They as- 
sert that the duties on all goods brought 
in have already been paid to the de facto 
government, and that w.th this payment 
their responsibility to the existing gov- 
ernment ends. The American citizens in 
have refused, and as the Nica- 
raguan government has threatened to con- 
fiscate their property, the Derroit, with 
Minister Merry, .s there endeavoring to 
effect an amicabie settlement. At 
Department it was emphatically as- 
serted to-day that under no circumstances 
would the Government be permitted 
or even seize the property

(iss) of the index-catalogue of the Surgeon- 
General's office of the United States Army 
the word appendicitis first appears. And so 
extensive has medical literature become 
under this head within the-last few years 
that feferences to articles and essays and 
pumphiets on this subject, printed in the 
smuallest type, now occupy twenty-five col- 
umns, or more than twelve ges of the 
index. In the first volume of the same cata- 
logue, issued in 1880, appendicits does not 


appear at all. 

Dr. Senm says: During the last few years 
fo much literature on the surgical! treat- 
ment has accumulated that this subject has 
become somewhat threadbare and confus- 
ing. I have performed at least 1 operations 
for lesions of the appendix. The present 
knowledge concerning appendicitis and its 
eomplications its largely the result of the 
work of American surgeons 

There i« a popular and false notion that 
appendicits is caueed by a grape or orange 
seed or other foreign substance getting into 
the vemniform appendix. The true cause is 
the setting up of i:flammation and conse. 
quent gangrene in the tireue of the appen- 
dix, usually due to the insuffic ent circula 
tion of the blood in the part itgelf.

It is an organ 
which appeurs to have no actual function 
in the present machinery of man. Some say 
that in the earlier stages of man's develop- 
ment it was a large pouch which played an 
important part in the digestive operations. 
Through ages of disuse it has gradually 
shrunk to its present dimensions, and is 
known to science as a vestigral organ, one 
which is on’y a remnant of its former self, 
and pessessing but a vestige of its original] 
uses. The tensils and the wisdom teeth are 
in the same class, and both are peculiarly 
subject tu disease. 

When it was proved, within a compara- 
tively recent period, that the poison which 
produced septic peritonitis came from the 
breaking down or decay of the appendix, 
the very root of one of man's 
worst physical enemies was laid 
bare Further practice eéstablished be- 
yond a doubt that, in a large 
of cases, the appendix could be 
by a simple operation and the patient re- 
stored to vigorous health. The surgeons 
row regard the operation itself as one of 
the most simple, but to obtain the best re- 
suits it should take place within a 
hours after the patient begins to suffer 
from the disease. In fact, the sooner the 
operation is had the better, while if the 
knife is not resorted to, death 
ensue very promptly.

RESCUE FROM SHORE WAS EF- 
FECTED WITHOUT DELAY. 


But for the Marconi Installation the 
Accident Would Not Have Been 
Reported for Hours and Life 
Probably Lost.

LONDON, April 29.—The practical use of 
the Marconi system of wireless telecranphy 
war demonstrated in the most effective vos- 
sible fashion yesterday when the Engst 
Goodwyn lightship was run into and nearly 
eunk by a big steamer in the dense fog. 
She telegraphed her predicament imme- 
diately to Ramsgate by wireless apparatus 
fixed aboard. But for the Marcon! Instal- 
lation the accident would net have been 
reported for hours, and If the sea was 
rough, which, fortunately, it was not, the 
light ship would probably have gone down 
with all hands. 

As it was a lifeboat started for Good- 
wins within 10 minutes of the receipt of the 
news and the lighthousemen ashore were 
kept informed all the time of the condi- 
tions on the lightship until succor reached 
her. This object lesson has done more 
than any experiment to impress the public 
mind here with the potential value of 
Marconi's system. Speaking to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent last night at South 
Foreland Lighthouse on this incident Mar- 
coni said 

“I am not surprised, but I should have 
been if the apparatus had not answered 
the purpose for which I designed it. I 
believe it will be in the first instance, at 
any rate, instrumental in saving an im- 
mense amount of life around these and 
other coasts during storms or when, as in 
thie case collisions occur in the vicinity 
of lightships. 

“I am overwhelmed from all parts of the 
world with letters and telegrams asking 
for apparatus, but I carnot supply one- 
tenth of these demands at present, though 
when my new works at Cheltenham get in 
order I hope to be able to get out as many 
as are required,”’ 

Arrangements are now on foot for a 70- 
mile cross-channel demonstration between 
Folkstone and Dieppe, the cost being paid 
by the French and English rail and packet 
companies, which termini at those ports.

Burnaby has_ resigned his 
commission In the guards and gone abroad.

LONDON, April 22.—Dr. Parker’s sensa- 
tiona!] deliverance on Cromwe.!'s birtaday at 
the City Temple is another evidence of the 
renaissance of Puritan semiument caused 
by the strife between the hign ana iow 
church parties in the Protestant commun- 
ion over the growtn of ritualistic practices 
in the Protestant Church. 

Dr. Parker, woo had with him several 
leading non-conformist clergymen, spoke 
with such intense fervor he compietely car- 
ried away his congregation, who burst into 
applause iepeat uly and joined in the prayer 
asoud with thrilling devotion. It was such 
a scene as Cromweil’s own Puritan gen- 
erals participated in before a battie. 

Dr. Parker oegan by attacking the Prince 
of Wales and Lord HKosebery tuus: 

“Il want iiving Cromweils, iiving right- 
eousness, living obedience io the law of God 
and fearless speaking. When the coacnhman 
of the Prince shall play at cards it shali 
be ill, but when the Frince himself is taken 
in the act then let the country mourn, 

‘We look to Princes for nobie deeds and 
high examples. If I find my Prince or my 
Premier on the race greund I don’t like it. 
I know what is said ebout breeding fine 
animals, about differentiating between the 
essence and the accident, about those 
wicked people who turn racing into an Oc- 
casion for gambiing. I have heard all those 
pleas. They are ail nonsense.”’ 

Tnen he turned fierceiy on Joseph Cham- 
berlain for being a member of a Govern- 
ment which is shielding the ritualists. 

“When I ‘heard that a non-conformist gut 
rich and went into the Cabinet and turned 
his back on his father and mother, so far 
as education and principies were concerned, 
and turned his back alsuv upon the non-con- 
formist church that washed him and 
clothed him: and fed him and gave him 
his first chance in life, and then went over 
to the side that had done nothing for him 
but persecute him, I rent my garment and 
my mantie. I cannot stand up as God's 
minister with the man who presides over 
deliberations in which his soul takes no 
part.”’ 

Then the Kaiser’s turn came. ‘“‘When I 
heard that the Kaiser had gone to the East 
and had in an after-dinner speech used 
the words: ‘My friend, the Sultan,’ I was 
astonished. I could have sat down in hu- 
mil.ation and terror. To think of the great 
assassin, an insult to civilization, he who 
has outraged every Christian sent.ment and 
defeated concerted Europe, being so called. 

“He may be the Kaiser’s friend, but he ‘s 
not yours, not mine. I claim no friendship 
with a man who has drenched this land 
with blood, cut up men and women and 
children with the sword, bayoneted the 
babe and done all manner of fiendish things, 

“Speaking of the Sultan, not personally 
but as the great assassin, in the name of 
God, I say, God damn the Sultan.” 

Firally he touched with pathetic passion 
on the land which defines nonconformist 
burial grounds as unconsecrated, in relation 
to the burial of his wife a few weeks beck: 

“The other day I got a bill for a erave, 
the deepest grave I ever dug, and when I 
read one word on top of it I was aston- 
ished. That one word was ‘Unconsecrated.’ 
(Cries of shame.) Aye, shame! Shame. 
_o_ I gay! The woman who was laid 
there was one whose brain never enter. 
tained an ignoble thought, whose heart 
never had a selfish desire, whose hand was 
never stretchd forth except in help and 
love. Unconsecrated? The whole earth 
cries shameme! 

“These are not things to he paseed over 
lightly. It may mean nothing to some 
people, but it meant much to me. It meant 
vitriel poured upon a gaping red wound.” 

This utterance has deeply stirred the non- 
conformist feel'ng throvehout England. Dr. 
Parker has received thousands of letters 
thanking h'm for his outburst. 

This typifies the etrength of sentiment 
against ritualism in this country. The rit- 
ualists are equally firm in the'r convic- 
tions, so with two such forces at conflict 
the future of Protestantism in this country 
is a gloomy problem.

Dillon Says That the Nationalists

LONDON, April 29.—Irishmen can still 
only half realize the magnitude of the trans- 
formation effected by the first operation of 
the new local government echeme passed by 
the Unionist Government, It gives to Ire- 
land home rule in all purely county affairs. 

John Dillon, M. P., Richael Davitt, M. 
P.. and William O'Brien, who took a most 
prominent personal part in the election con- 


tests which swept away landlord domina- 
tion, have given to the Post-Dispatch signed 
statements embodying their views of the 
effects of this revolution. John Dillon 
writes: 

‘Since the Union, Irish counties have 
been governed and taxed for local purposes 
by grand juries—nominated bodies with no 
elected element, and always the most per- 
sistent and potent enemies of the national 
cause—whoese resolutions had great weight 
in England and were largely instrumental 
me defeating Gladstone’s two home rule 

s. 

“Under the new act popularly elected 
county councils take over the powers and 
duties of the grand juries. 

“Strong appeals were made to the people 
by the Unionists, even by some National- 
ists, that the county council elections be 
fought on non-political lines, but I felt 
bound to urge that the elections should be 
fought on straight political dssues. That 
policy was universally adopted, with the re- 
sult that Unionism has been practicaliy ob- 
literated in the three southern pores 
amd even in Uister a majority of the elected 
councilors are Nationalists. County and 
district councils, now controlled by the Na- 
\ionalists, wili Le a powerful means of push- 
ing the National cause. 

“The recent elections have had a wy (<4 
effect in helping to put an end to the dis- 
sensions which have paralyzed and dis- 
graced the National party for the last eight 
years and with the greeny increased poWer 
which will come to the Na’ onalists through 
control of the councils a the reunion of 
the National forces in ..eland which is 
now neariy complete, I look forward with 
confidence to the establishment of a genu- 
inely National Government in Ireland at 
an early date. JOHN DILLON.” 


Michael Davitt writes: ‘‘Twenty-eight of 
the 32 counties into which Ireland is 
geographically divided are now under the 
control of the Nationalists in all matters 
relating to rural affairs of the county. 
The new county councils have commenced 
their work well by demanding in uniform 
terms of resolute insistence the right for 
all Ireland which each county now enjoys, 
with the necessary complement of a cen- 
tral legislature. This demand must be con- 
ceded before long. 

“The Anglo-Ir.sh class who hitherto were 
the monopolists in the rule of the coun- 
try were all but universally rejected by the 
voters of the recent elections. They must 
either become rulers or be permanently ex- 
cluced from tiking any part in Irish public 
life. Both for themselves and for England 
complete home rule offers the only solu- 
tion of the difficulties into which the Irish 
National movement of the past 20 years 
has driven the rulers of British empire 
in Ireland. 

‘““The work to which the new ccuncils will 
address themselves will embrace a better 
administration of the poor laws, more ef- 
ficient industrial education, heajthier 
houses for laborers, enlargement of hold- 
ings in congested districts as far as powers 
of the Jocai governmarnent act will permit, to- 
gether with general encouragement of al) 
industrial development which may be calcu- 
lated to check excessive emigration by pro- 
moting increased opportunities of employ- 
ment for our young people at home. 

“There are thirty-two small county par- 
laments representing the reconquest of ru- 
ral Ireland by the Ce'tic forces which have 
faught during centuries at opportune times 
and by varying methods for religious edu. 
cational, social, industrial and litical] 
rights and have always won in the end 
even against so unscrupulous a power as 
England.

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POLITICAL POWER OF MONOPOLY. 


Last Sunday the Post-Dispatch demonstrated that the es- 
gence and purpesé of trust organizations are monopoly, that 
monopoly power was oppressive and that political power to 
protect monopoly against the oppressed was necessary to sus- 
tain it.

Attorney-General Griggs has publicly 

Washed his hands of trust prosecution and has turned the 

hole matter of checking combines over to the authorities of 

States.

‘Other similar resolutions were offered and defeated. Un- 
Ger Speaker Keed's ruling a resolution to recommit the act for 
the purpose of inserting the anti-trust proviso wag put to a 
Vote and was defeated, every Republican vote being recorded 
Qgainst it. The trusts were given tlie Privilege of taxing the 
people by an overwhelming majority. 

There was no confusion of the issue. It Was not evaded. 
The vote shawed that the trust controlled the majority of the 
House. The passage of the act. with tariff schedules for the 
Protection of trusts, showed that the trusts controlled the ma- 
jority of Congress.

CHICAGO, April 2.—Chicago is to be 
made the center of activity in the work of 
contending against the !mperialistic policy 
of the national Government. At the great 
mass meeting which !s to be held at Central 
Music Hall to-morrow, an organization will 
be formed which will bear the title of the 
Anti-imperialistic League of America. The 
headquarters will be in Chicago, and 
branches will be formed in every city of 
any size in every part of the United 
States. 

The decision to form this organization 
was made yesterday at a meeting held in 
the office of Edwin Burritt Smith. Those 
present had been called together ostensibly 
to plan the details of the programme for 
the Sunday afternoon meeting. Before ad- 
journment was taken, the scheme for the 
great national league had been proppsed, 
discussed and adopted by all of the men 
present, The presiding officer at the Cen- 
tral Music Hall meeting will be President 
Wade Rogers of Northwestern University. 
Short addresses will be delivered by Miss 
Jane Addams, Bishop J.\L. Spaulding of 
Peoria, Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin of the 
University of Chicago, Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones, Sigmund Zeisler and Edwin Burriit 
Smith. Resolutions protesting against the 
further sacrifice of soldiery in the Philip- 
pines and the advancement of the scheme 
to add far distant lands to the territory of 
the United States will be offered, and jthen 
the plan for the league will be presen 

The promoters of the plan are of| the 
opinion that the meeting will offer a most 
auspicious opportunity for the advance- 
ment’of their idea. In the assemblage will 
be representatives of«every form of indus- 
try, every nationality and of all religions. 
The call for the meeting was not issued un- 
til the committee of which Howard L. 
Smith was the secretary had been en- 
couraged by the reception of numerous 
petitions from men whose opinions were 
worthy of consideration. Since extending 
the invitations to the meeting the ¢om- 
mittee has been further strengthened if its 
position by the numerous indorsements 
which have been received. 

The men in charge of the execution of 
plans for the league feel confident of their 
ultimate success. Its officers will be jcitl- 
zens of known integrity and will be chpsen 
without regard to party affillation. It} will 
be the endeavor of the league to convince 
the national administration that it is ¢om- 
mitting a great error in foisting a new 
policy upon the people and will offer other 
arguments in the form of petitions and per- 
sonal arguments from men whose opinions 
will not be lightly regarded by President 
McKinley or his advisers. 

Edwin Burritt Smith, one of the origina- 
tors of the scheme, said: ‘‘We expect to 
accomplish great good by this organiza- 
tion. It will be far reaching in its influ- 
ence. The headquarters will be located in 
Chicago, but branches will be placed every- 
where. We want to convince Presifient 
McKinley that he is making a great mis- 
take in his present course.”

Reason for the Voice of 600 
Newspapers Eeing Raised. 


AMERICAN POLICIES DICTATED 
BY LONDON CAPITALISTS. 


Dr. Emil Preetorius Replies to the New 
York Times’ Query as to the 
Stand of the German-Amer- 
‘ican Press. 


Dr. Emil Preetorius, replying to the 
question why 600 German-American news- 
papers oppose the imperialistic policy of 
the McKinley Administration, publishes in 
to-day’s Westliche Post several articles 
thoroughly defining the position of him- 
self and his fellow-editors and giving rea- 
sons therefor. The following extracts em- 
brace the substamce of Dr. Preetorius’ an- 
swer: : 

The New York Times asks us to explain 
why it is that the 60 German-American 
papers of the United States are opposing 
the Administration in its policy of impe- 
rialism in the Philippines.

Within the last few years American cor- 
porations involving real and supposititious 
values to the extent of hundreds of mill- 
ions have been reorganized by Mr, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and other resident agents of 
London capital on an English basis. 

These far-sighted financiers are attempt- 
ing to make predominant in our domestic 
and foreign politics such policies as will 
best suit the members of the English aris- 
tocracy, landed and commercial, who have 


made these investments. This, in the first 
place! Incidentally, they are attemptin 
to commit America to a renunciation o 
Republicanism in order to stop American 
agitation’ in favor of Ireland, and also to 
“jam” the United States up wagainst Ger- 
many as a means of preventing Germany 
from checking in Africa such scandalous— 
such infamous robbery as Cecil Rhodes 
and his thievin imperialists attempted 
against the gallant republicans of the 
Transvaal, when the German Bmperor 
stopped them. 

What American is there who can think 
without indignation of this atrocious con- 
aparnoy against whe Hberties of America 
and the peace of the world? Who, re- 
taining a vestige of regard for the America 
of Washington and Jefferson, (Lincoln, 
Sumner and Seward, will not hide his face 
when he sees that London imperialists, ca- 
bling their villainous orders to America, 
can set our armies to cutting the throats 
of our late allies on their own soil in order 
to give England a better base of opera- 
tions against China, while as the result of 
the same scoundrelism—for it is nothing 
less—EXnglish money is used to involve 
America with Germany in Samoa—not that 


there is the slightest real antagonism of 


interest betweén Germany and America, 
but. because it sults England’s policy in 
Africa and in China.to use America as a 
‘*buffer.’’ - 

German American newspapers understand 
this. They resent it because they are to 
the core Republican, believers in a repub- 
lican form of government, operating 
through freedom, through law, through 
justice, rather than through Krupp guns 
and bayonets, or through «he.fraudulent 
commercial intrigue which has always 
characterized England in its blood-stained 
course of imperial robbery and murder. 
If the drum-beat of Hngland can be heard 
around the world—where, from Dublin to 
Calcutta and back again, is there a epot 
on earth where it is not heard with heart- 
felt curses on the Toryism of the London 
shopkeepers, who calculate their percent- 
ages in the blood of the weak? here is 
the American who can think of these in- 
famies without resolving not to forget 
them when the time shall come—as it sure- 
ly will come soon—when England shall be 
called to judgment and judged as it has 
judged against others?

They will never succeed—never! The sen- 
timent of the German-American press ig a 
true reflex of the sentiment of the Amer- 
ican people. German-American newspavers 
are not controlled from London. They do 
not depend on London for permission to 
live. They are not involved with tnose in- 
terests once American which have been re- 
organized by English capital. They are 
independent. They are intelligent. They 
are American. They are standing by the 
flag of the United States and all it hag 
meant in forcing progress for the world. 
They will never back an inch under the 
villainous attacks made on their patriotism 
by the resident agents of London capital- 
ists. Instead, they will go forward, in the 
front line of the advance Americans who 
believe in Americanism are already making 
on the works of British imperialism.

The Westliche Post is above everything 
an American newspaper, and in opposing 
imperialism and the attempt to supplant 
American institutions with’ British colon- 
ialism it is doing a great” conservative 
work, for which it is already receiving the 
warmest thanks of those whose ancestors 
stood with Washington, Clinton, Samuel 
Adams, Jefferson and Madison against the 
attempt to force the country into a British 
alliance and a British policy at the opening 
of its career. 


The attempt contemplates revolution. 
Its success would involve revolution—far- 
reaching, thorough-going, complete. If it 
could succeed not a vestige would be left 
of the institutions Washington, De Kalb, 
Steuben and Muhlenberg fought to estab- 
lish. But it cannot succeed. The fight 
against it will win in America once more 
as it has won over and over during the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries,- when 
time and again foolish and vicious reac- 
tionists have set themselves in the path 
of American progress, challenging it at the 
bayonet’s point to give them the _ shib- 
bo.eth of imperialism as a countersign be- 
fore being allowed free passage into the 
future. 

No! It ig not a new fight the West- 
liche Post is making. It is the old fight 
for American liberties which has never 
yet been lost—which never will be! 


Such Republicanism as that was not his, 
nor is it that of any loyal German-American 
American who is loyal 
to his flag and to his country. May heaven 
it ever should be. May the 


will applaud those who drabbie a flag dedi- 
cated to freedom and human progress in the 
blood? of mem who die on their own soil 
resisting the same principle of British im- 
perialism against which America triumphed 
at Yorktowa and New Orleans. 

Such ideas will never prevail in America. 
Any party which commits Itself to them 
will be wiped out of existence. Any leader 
who attempts to check civilization and 
progress under American institutions and 
through American principles qill be re- 
pudiated and disgraced; any foreign nation 
which, for ite own prutal and seifish pur- 
poses, attempts to use the American people 
as a catspaw in schemes of fraud and vio- 
lence, will find itself the victim of the 
reactions of its own malevolent scheming. 
Justice, liberty—progress through justice 
and liberty, untll the whole world ia ele- 
vated by our national life as it has been by 
the individual life of Washington—that is 
the manifest destiny of Amertca;: for that 
the fag stands and for that German-Amer-

$500,000,000 CAPITAL S 


The Public Will Not Be Let Into the 
Secret of the Gigantic Corpora- 
tion’s Management. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

| NEW YORK, April 2.—While every ef 
fort is being made by the promoters of the 
copper combination to conceal the identity 
of the mines which are to be a part of the 
great combination formed Thursday in 
Trenton, with a capitalization of $75,000,000, 
the Post-Dispatch is able to state on ex- 
cellent authority that the first section of 
the trust which is eventually to have ® 
capitalization of $400,000,000 or $500,000,000 is 
composed of the Anaconda, the Parrot 
mines and the Washoe Smelting Co. of 
Butte, Mont., which has just constructed 
new smelting works at Butte which have 
& capacity for treating 180 tons of copper 
ore a day. It is stated on authority equal- 
ly good that the entire holdings of Marcus 
Daly and J. B: Haegin in the Anaconda 
mine have passed into the control of the 
Rockefeller trust, but that the services of 
these two men, Owing to their great ex- 
perience in copper mining, have been re- 
tained at large salaries. 

The second section of the trust, it is ex- 
pected, will be formed later In the spring 
and it will also have a capitalization of 
about $75,000,000. It was intended to include 
the Boston'and Montana mine in the first 
section, but on account of the fact that 
litigation among the stockholders has not 
been quite cleared up, the plan was aban- 
doned for the time being and that mine 
will head the second section, which will 
include probably the Montana Ore Pur- 
chasing Co., the Butte and Boston and the 
Tamarack mines. 

Up to the present time the Rockefeller 
Syndicate has spent $172,000,000 in cash to 
obtain the controlling interest in the’ mines, 
which they expect to includé in future 
sections of the giant combination. It is 


poesible that the third section of this t 
combination will be devoted to the develen- 
ment of the Rockefeller properties in the 
Lake Superior District. In connection with 
this section there is a plan to develop aleo 
Transportation mines, in 
. Rockefeller is largely interested, 
with a view to getting the ores to the sea- 
board at lower rates than the railroads will 
be able to make, and which would give 
the monopoly very much greater advan- 
tages than the competing mines could have. 
hey would, perhaps, be able to offer 
their products at the seashore 3 cents a 
pound cheaper than their competitors and 
as they will be able to supply the entire 
demand for copper in this country and in 
England, the markets would practically be 
closed to the small concerns, just aa the 
petroleum markets of the world have been 
closed by the Rockefellers to their com- 
petitors, 

The echeme of the copper combination 
modeled after that which has been lt 
sistently followed by the Standard Oil Co. 
for years and bears evidences all through 
of the Standard Ol] Trust’s methods. e 
idea is to conceal from the public, and 
even from the stockholders of the new con- 
cern, aS much as posstbje, for some time at 
least, the identity of the mines controlled, 
as in the Standard Oil Co. Announcements 
will be made from time to time what the 
earning capacity of the trust is expected 
to be and what dividends may be ex oe 
by the stockholders, The public will not 
be let into the secret of the man 
and will be expected to accept witho 
question the statements of the mysteri 
controlling agencies just as the stockho 
of the Standard Oil Trust are compel!

NO IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 


Mary Duff Released From the Work- 


house by Judge Talty. 

Judge John A. Talty granted the applica- 
tion of Attorney Daisy Barbee yesterday 
for a writ of habeas corpus to procure the 
release of Mary Duff from the Workhouse. 

Judge Talty’s decision in this case is of 
importance because it will probably have 
the effect of making the W orkhouse a house 
of no wogk. It holds that prisoners can- 
not be compelled to work by extending their 
time of gdommitment as a punishment. 

Mary Duff was arrested in May, 18%, and 
fined $100, in default of payment of waich 
she was sent to the Workhouse for six 
months, the longest time for which a pris- 
oner can be remanded to that institution, 
She refused to perform any work. there, 
saying she was not able. When the six 

months for. which she had been sent to 

rrison expired in December, 189%, Supt. Nic 
kk arr refused to release her. He retained 

custody of her, uncer a section of the or- 
dinances which provides thas when a pris- 
oner refuses to work at the Workhouse he 
may be held until his debt is discharged 
and his board is paid. A prisoner might 
be held forever under this provision and 
Mary Duff would probably have become a 
life member of Mr. Karr’s official family if 
a philanthropic women had not employed 
Miss Barbee to Investigate the case. 

Miss Barbee examine! the law and con- 
cluded that the Duff woman was being il- 
legally held. She demanded her release and 
upon its refusal applied ior a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


Judge Talty, in granting the writ, declared |

unconstitutional, because it 
for imprisonment for deot.

LOST RIVER A PUZZLE TO THE 
PEOPLE OF INDIANA. 


BREAKS OUT ONLY IN SPOTS. 


Former Course Connecting the Current 
Now Underground With Other 
Streams Is Plainly Marked. 


PALOLI, tl., April 29.—Geological explora- 
tions and recent floods have brought to 
light many interesting facts concerning the 
“lost rivers’’ of Indiana and lead to the be- 
lief that hundreds of feet under the ground 
in this State great rivers are gushing to- 
ward the sea, appearing at the surface here 
and there in Southern Indiana to again lose 
themselves farther on. The most wonderful 
of the surface indications are found in the 
southwestern portion of the State, espec- 
ially in the vicinity of Orange County, 
where the famous Lost River is formed by 
a half dozen of the world’s most wonderful 
creeks and brooks. 

Lost River rises all of a sudden in Wash- 
ington County. It rather gushes from a 
bank a full-sized river, and after running 
a mile or so, as suddenly disappears from 
view. Near Orleans it suddenly sinks intu 
a great cavernous hole. The passage is 
black and unfathomable, and even in the 
dryest seasons it never has been explored. 
A mile frome the first sink a stream again 
breaks forth from the side of a bluff, and it 
has been established beyond all doubt that 
this is a continuation of the famous Lost 
River: After running through a natural 
bed for a distance of two miles it again 


'disappears, Eight miles southwest it comes 
ito the surface as abruptly to flow on for 
|another mile or so, and then disappears in 


another sink. It gushes forth again from 
another bluff, and continues as a modest, 
unassuming, every-day stream to its june. 
tion with White River a few miles distant. 


But Lost River Is simply the parent of 
numerous remarkable surface and subter- 
ranean streams. A year ago it was found 
that there wos a subterranean stream run- 
ning under Rush County, almost seventy- 
five mileS northeast. It was discovered in 
a rather remarkable way. William Bar- 


low was drilling a déep well at Moscow, itn | 
Township, a few feet from the}! 


Orange 
banks of Flatrock Creek, All at once the 
drill penetrated a cavern, and after it was 
withdrawn a roaring sound could be heard. 
An investigation was made with.a sounding 
line. At a depth of 100 feet the line wus 
caught in a remarkably swift current, 
which carried the plummet along with so 
much force as to make it difficult to reel 
the line im Since then the ho'e hus been 
lighted, and it is found that the subterran- 
eun stream flows over a bed of the whitest 
rock, washed smooth and polish by the 
friction of the water passing over it for 
thousands of years. Scientists now believe 
that the stream is what is later Lost River 
It evidently flows from the northeast for a 
great distance, possibly rising in Ohio or 
in the St. Lawrence arch. 

Of the surface tributaries of Lost River, 


the most remarkable is known as Stamper | 


Creek, which gushes from the side of a 
bluff near Millersburg. it has a wild cur- 
rent, which carries everythirg with It to 
a sinkhole a mile distant. No one knows 
exactly where it comes out, but it is 
thought to again m?ke its appensrance at 
Spring Mills, six miles north. Here Lick 
Creek bursts out of the base of a hill just 
in the rear of the mill. Tests made by 
passing sawdust and woolen balis into the 
sink at Stamper Creek tend to prove that 
it and Lick Creek are the. same stream, 
Furtber down it a 2a .1 1 from the 
surface for a mile or two. and then comes 
up and flows to New Prospect, where it 
empties into Lost River. 

Another of the interesting tributaries of 

Lost River is French Lick Creek, which 
rises abruptly In Orange County and, after 
flowing northwest throvgh French Lick 
and West Baden Springs resorts, also disap- 
peers several times, running underground 
a lle or more one or twice, to appear fur- 
ther north and join Lost River just be- 
fore it empties into a sink. There are sev- 
eral other surface feeders to Lost River 
which have the same peculiarity. and near 
them are found many caverns. In geveral 
of which are subterranean streams filled 
with eveless fish and animals in some ot 
these caves the streams have a current and 
re evidently part of the Lost River sys- 
tem: in others the streama have a si\ugg!$h 
course and are plainiy of an entirely dif- 
ferent subterranean system.

wr Is A QUEER CONTRIVANCE 
MADE BY A.TURNEY. 


All the Voter Has to Do Is to Touch 
a Button and It Is Impos- 
sible for Fraud to Be 
Worked. 


{NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 2.—The vot- 
ing machine invented by A. Turner of this 
city will be used at the town election to 
be held at Irvington Monday. This will 
be the first voting machine ever used in 
Indiana at any election, such use not hav- 
ing been possible or legal previous to the 
law authorizing the use of such machines, 
passed by the last Legislature. 

Mr. Turner has perfected his machine, 
after four years’ work. He says his at- 
tention wos called to the urgént need of 
guch a machine by the State election of 1894,

at which ele: ‘tion more than 30,000 ballots 
were thrown out because of mistakes on 
the part of the voter. The idea of the in- 
ventor first tuok form in a system of keys 
that would require a box 12 feet long, but 
thls was soon discarded, and the present 
2% inches by 30 inches, was de- 
veloped. It contains the columns for votes 
for seven political parties—as many as 
are likely to @ppear at a general election— 
6) candidates being allowed by the machine 
to each party, making a total of 420 names 
of candidates, with a push button for each 
“endidate. In case a voter desires to vote 
& party ticket entire, he has to push only 
one button, and his choice is recorded. At 
ihe same time the pushing of this one but- 
ton locks all other keys in the box and 
he could not make a mistake if he would. 
The voter having made his choice and 
stepped from the booth, the inspector, by 
means of e wire or string, attached to @ 
crank, unlocks the box and it is ready for 


the next voter. 

The number of voters that can be ac- 
commodated by the machine and the num- 
ber of votes that can be recorded is ilim- 
ited only by the capacity of the clerks to 
take down the names of the voters. It is 
estimated that one machine, with an act- 
ive and alert electfon board and intelligent 
voters, may record 1000 votes between the 
hours of 6 a. m. and 4 p. m. 

The machine is built on the general plan 
of adding machines, such as are to be 
seen attached to rapid printing presses and 
those in use in street cars. It is less com- 

lex than the counting machines that are 

n use in some of the banks, and not nearly 
60 expensive. 

“It Is impossible,” says the inventor, “for 
@ legal voter to cast an Ulegal vote. lf 
you are passed into a boot your vote 
must count. The machine checks you from 
casting an Illegal vote. This machine has 
4 keys. That is a great many more than 
will be used at any election in Indiana for 
years to come. Twenty-four keys will be 
all that are required for a olty election in 
Indianapolis. welve keys will suffice for 
the town election at Irvington. The ma- 
chine may be arranged to vote anything— 
the initiative and the referendum, for in- 
stance. It will easily save half the ex- 
Pense of holding elections in Indianapolis, 
and will insure an absolutely honest elec- 
tion. The old law gave an average of 187 
voters to.the precinct. Under the new law 
We can vote "00 on this machine to the 
precinct, and it could just as easily vote 
and register 800. or even 1000. Immediately 
on closing the polls the inspector may ex- 
hibit the registers to view and in less 
than ten minutes the result may be known, 
as the machine itself tabulates totals.”

DISGUSTED WITH CHICAGO. 


HIS ROADS TO CHANGE HANDS. 


Despite His Dissatisfaction the Windy 
City Has Given Him

He Thinks the Agreement With Rus- 
sia Will Make for Peace. 
LONDON, April 29.—The annual banquet 
of the Roya] Academy was held at Bur- 
lington House this evening. A brilliant as- 
semblage was present, the guests including 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of York, Mr. 
Choate, the United States Ambassador, and 
Mrs. Choate, and Ambassadors from other 
countries. Sir Hdward Poynter, pres.dent 
of the Royal Academy since 18%, presided. 
Replying to the toast, “Her Majesty and 
Her Ministere,"’ Lord Salisbtry said he did 
not wish to exaggerate the extent of the 
gratifying agreement signed with Russia, 
but in wiew of the relations which, in the 
course of the last half century had from 
time to time prevailed between the two 
countries, it was a matter of congratulation 


that they had come to an agreement with 
Russia and China, which to a certain ex- 
tent would prevent the likelihood of a 
collision between the interests and objects 
of the two countries for the future. 

Continuing, the Premier said: ‘“‘We have 
talked of alliance. In a certain sense the 
phrase is a just one, but an alliance in 
the sense that with any nation we will go 
out to war together and bear the cost and 
danger together and for each other, can 
only very rarely take place. The all.ances 
of which we speak are alliances of good 
feeling between peoples and govern- 
ments, and not engagements likely to bring 
either side into war. ”’

Jacobs has never before figured In any 
crimjnal action, though his name Agured in > 
many civil causes in the Lancaster ‘te 
during his residence in that city. A free 
quent matter of contention was fat re 
ance claims growing out of fires more oF 
less mysterious in their origin, in which he 
was concerned. One of these was the ie. 
struction of the A. B. Hostetter ry a 
few years ago, where the ineurance was” 
upward of $131,000, payment of which was 
vigorously fought bythe companies and 
where a compromise wan reached fer about 
two-thirds of that sum. There were others 
of a similar sort, but that is the. re, 
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swindler, but Jacobs is entitled to more. 
In some respects he is unquestionably Bid- 
well’s superior and a more accomplished 
and painstaking fraud than anybody of big 
crooked transactions outside of books. He 
averted suspicion by leading a dual life. 
He was a commercial Jekyll and Hyde. He 
may be compared to Hugo’s sea captain 
in the “Toilers,of the Sea,”’ who lived for 
years such an existence of probity and 
honesty that it did not surprise people 
when he sent the town crier about the 
streets calling for the owner of a box of 
matches which he had found, and who did 
all of this that he might In the end steer 
his ship on the rocks and steal the gold 
she carried and collect vast insurance on 
a cargo he had stored in a place of safety. 
Such a man has Jacobs been. In youth and 
early maniyood and in-the years of his 
prime he worked with the sun and slept 
‘ with the birds. No vice had he. No tongue 
breathed evil of him. All voices in his 
conimunity were lifted in his praise. He 
was the man whom fathers pointed out to 
their sons as an example for youths to 
follow. He patted little children on the 
head and their parents felt proud aml 
thankful for it. He gave liberally to the 
heathen, through the churches of his town 
and many acts of charity on his part came 
to public notice. He treated ‘his employes 
kindly and was tolerant of the demands of 
labor. The Mayor of the town liked Ja- 
cohs! because he circulated money in the 
community and added to the solidity of the 
place. ‘She humble street sweeper in front 
of his factory loved Jacobs because the 
benevolent manufacturer occasionally 
tossed a piece of silver that way. An ex- 
pressive slang’ phrase conveys a correct 
idea of this phase of Jacobs’ character— 
he “made a hit with everybody.” And why? 
Because be was master of the intricate phil- 
osophy of human nature. He knew how

W.LIAM M. JACOBS thought to 
float $10,000,000 in counterfeit $10 


s‘iiver certificates. He is in jail. 
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He lived @w life of probity and industry 
im Lancaster,” Pa. He was born 45 years 
@go in Bucks County, Pa., and a week ago 
all the county would have gone bail for 
his honesty. 

He was kind to his employes. tolerant to 
trades unions when other manufacturers 
of cigafs wanted to fight against piece 
Scales and hour scales and shop rules. 

He made money and kept a lion's share, 
but so did other pillars of society, and, un- 
Ilke the other pillars, he did not grow vin- 
dictive When denounced. 

He was quietly charitable, always worked 
harder than he expected his men to work. 
wore plain clothes, Lived without ostenta- 
tion and seemed to have no greater ambi- 
tion than to make and sel] more cigars 
than any other maker in the country. 

Bucks County knew him 45 years and 
knew him not at all. He was always 
crooked. In hundreds of ways which the 
trade knew he defrauded his customers; 
then he defrauded the Government. 

For five years he stamped a large per- 
eentage of his factory's output with coun- 
terfeits of the intermal revenue stamps. 
Hach year of the five he used counterfeits 
fm the stead of at least $100,000 worth 
of stamps. 

How many hundreds of thousands of the 
fraudulently marked cigars were sold in 
St. Louis no one knows, but within the 
week the Treasury agents have seized 150.- 
000 cigars in this city, and the Government 
will sell’ them at auction, because the 
stamp tex was never pa'd. 

The stamp fraud was not discovered un- 
tf) $10,000 of the silver certificates had been 
shoved upon an unsuspecting public. For 
fivé years Jacobs and his gang prospered 
through crime. Greed wrecked them. 

Jacobs said every man has his price. 
The saying was original in a way. He had 
@iscovered its truth. His lMeutenant has 
confessed that the United States District 
Attorney was paid large sums of money 
and promised $3000 per month to aid in the 
Work of corruption. Engravers were 
bought; Government employes were bought. 
The day came when the secret was too 
widely known, when the wealth at the 
command of Jacobs was too small, when 
there weré too many men to corrupt or 
honest men were too many. 


HP® output of Jacobs’ factory is con- 
servatively estimated at 45,000,000 cl- 
gars per annum. It is believed by 

the Federal authorities that he has been 
Using counterfeit stamps for at least five 
years, with only as many genuine ones as 
Were necessary to avert suspicion. On this 
estimate it is figured that he has avoided 
the payment of about $100,000 revenue 
tax annually, or about one half a miliion 
dollars during the whole time that he has 
been making his own stamps. 

However stupendous the stamp ewin- 
die may seem of late it has become only a 
side line in the business of fraud designed 
end nursed by Jacobs. He began the man- 
wfacture of spurious United States treasury 
notes, and proposed to turn out $10,000,000 
in counterfeit money. 

It will be said that the precautions of the 
eobs’'; that the department should pre- 
vent the consummation of a scheme like Ja- 
cobs’; that the department should have dis- 
covered the use of fraudulent cigar stamps 
in the very first month that they were put 
on the boxes. So it does seem indeed, for 
the regulations of the internal revenue de- 
partment, if properly carried out, preclude 
the possibility of counterfeit revenue 
@tampe being used in any very large quan- 
without detection. Tobacco manufac- 

ito make a monthly re- 
Internal revenue collectors in 
:  @istricta detailing the 
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amount of raw material they purchase and 
the amount of finished product turned out. 
The collector satisfies himself that the re- 
port is correct, and the manufacturer is re- 
quired to purchase revenue stamps for the 
amount of the finished product turned out. 

But Jacobs has a way to surmount this 
obstacle in the path of progress toward dis- 
honest success. His, motto was ‘every man 
has his price.’’ Accordingly he ascertained 
the price of the internal revenue collector 
or inspector in his district and purchased 
that official. The result was that Jacobs 
made false reports on his dusiness, and 
purchased no more genuine stamps than he 
chose. 

The counterfeit stamps were made in 
sheets of 10 stamps each for 3 cigars. The 
Governmem price for these stamps is 18 
cents each. It is estimated that Jacobs 
robbed the Government of $00,000 on stamps 
before he was arested. From the amount 
of stamp material found in the possession 
of the gang of counterfeiters it is estimated 
by the Government officials that they pro- 
posed to make $4,500,000 worth. 


T's scheme was the most gigantic 
ever conceived by swindlers. It was 
born in a mind that had no superior 
for conceptions of that kind, and reared 
with sagacity that might have made of 
Jacobs a Croesus in honest efforts. 

The plan was perfect. The men were 
found ¢o put it into operation. Bribery 
insured the counterfeiters against detec- 
tion. A representative of the Federal Se- 
cret Service was purchased, it is alleged. 
Other officials and ex-officials are under 
arrest charged with complicity. Jacobs 
builded his false work so well that nothing 
could wreck it and bring him to punish- 
ment Dut an accident—and that was what 
did it. 

The notes so far turned out were 80 
nearly lke the genuine that «were 
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accepted at a subtreasury office. The ac- 
cident which stopped the gigantic fraud 
just when fabulous wealth was at the 
finger tips of Jacobs and his crew occurred 
in this wise: George Cremer, an assorting 
teller at the Philadelphia subtreasury, 
made close examination of one of the 
fraudulent $100 notes thinking it was a gen- 
uine one printed on a bond plate at Wash- 
ington. The strict. examination revealed 
the fact that the note was counterfeit. The 
accident was this: Mr. Cremer chanced to 
hold the note over one day's business as 
a balance when in the ordinary course of 
events it would have passed him without 
examination. The infinitesimal yet fatal er- 
ror in the counterfeit was that it was 
printed on two pieces of paper which were 
afterwards worked together with the silk 
fiber between. This increased the thick- 
ness of the counterfeit, Dut to so remote 
a degree that # was not perceptible to the 
touch of experienced treasury officials un- 
til after the discovery had been made, This 
discovery was made late in December, 1897. 
The secret service men worked on the case 
from that time until the arrests were made 
a few days ago. 

Mr. Cremer put the note away after de- 
termining to examine it and did not think 
of it again until another one of the same 
denomination was received by him which 
bore the same characteristics that had led 
him to suppose the first one was the pro- 
duct of an old plate. 

Mr. Cremer determined ¢o take the notes 
home, where he could make a more careful 
examination of them by the aid of a pow- 
erful magnifying glass. He was still under 
the impression that the bills were produced 
from a defective or much used plate or in- 
ferior paper and he determined to take 
then to Washington to show them to the 
Treasury Department authorities. 

The revelation that the certificates were 
fraudulent came through the splitting of 
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the paper on which they were printed. 
The genuine note is printed on a single sheet 
of paper in which the silk fibre has 
been woven, while the counterfeit is made 
of two very thin sheets joined together 
with the utmost skill, and the fibre worked 
between, the effect being a note of a thick- 
ness infinitesimally greater than the genu- 
ine. Further examination revealed other 
minor defects, eighteen in number, but so 
trifling that they would escape detection 
save by the strongest glass. A very slighily 
shrunken appearance of the note, due to 
the wetting of the paper in joining the 
sheets. was also a suspicious circumstance, 
though it is a fact that the genuine note is 
liable to shrink under long use. 

The quality of the ink used in the print- 
ing of the spurious certificates also failed to 
stand the test, though when first received 
the colores were as bright as in those on 
the original, except that there was a slight 
divergence in the tint of the seal. The color 
of the bad money, however, gradually 
faded. while in the good note they always 
retain their brilliancy. Mr. Cremer said at 
first it was thought that the slightly faded 
aspect of the colors was due to the fact 
that the note had been printed from a “D” 
plate, the last of the row of four from 
which the impressions are taken. 

When the examination by Mr. Cremer and 
the department experts made it certain that 
the note was counterfeit there was great 
consternation among the Treasury officials. 
The issue of the ‘‘Monroe head’’ $100 certifi- 
cates of the series of 1891 amounted to §$33,- 
000,000. and the entire issue was at once re- 
called by Secretary Gage, being the first 
instance of the kind in the history of the 
department. “‘For,”’ said Mr. Cremer, “there 
was no eafety in the currency of the Gov- 
ernment as long as this counterfeit was in 
existence.’’ Simultaneously with the order 
of recall notice was sent out by Chief Ha- 
zen, then at the head of the Secret Service, 
cautioning the banks and the public to be- 
were of the imitation money. 

A tremendous sensation was caused in 
this city and throughout the country over 
the exposure, and holders of the suspected 
notes displayed unparalleled activity in get- 
ting rid of securifies bearing the Monroe 
vignette. A number of the banks in Phil- 
adelphia were victimized, though as many 
of them kept their losses quiet there was 
no means of ascertaining the extent to 
which the swindle had been successful. 
Thirty fraudulent certificates that had been 
accepted by various financial institutions 
of Philadelphia were known to the authori- 
ties of the Sub-Treasury there, and there 
were doubtless many more that had never 
been made pubiic. 

While the note was recalled immediately 
upon the discovery that such almost per- 
fect counterfeits were in existence, there 
are still many more in circulation, both 
genuine and spurious. One was received on 
April 12 last at the Philadelphia Subd-Treas- 
ury. It was genuine and bore an indorse- 
ment on the back to identify it. Some were 
received with helf a dozen or more such 
indorsements written upon them, showing 
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the caution with which they are handled 
by banks and by individuals.

HE Secret Gervice Chief, John KE. 

j 2 Wilkie, set to work to discover the 
counterfeiters in a manner that left 

no distended mesh through which they 
might wriggle out of the department's net. 
He first decided, after a searching examina- 
tion of the spurious notes, that they had 
been made by persons new in the busi- 
ness. Not because the work showed lack 
of skill, but, on the contrary, because the 
counterfeits were so excellent that Chief 
Wilk‘e Knew from his knowledge of the 
ability of old-time counterfeiters that none 
of that class were capabie of turning out 
the plates from which the notes in his 
hands had been printed. He felt that he 
must look for his men among the most 
skilled engravers of the country and 
search in the ranks of unsuspected arti- 
sans. Accordingly, a systematic inquiry 


as to the standing and occupation of all 


skill in the United 
States was begun. This was an immense 
task, but far-reaching in effect. The work 
was begun simultaneously In New York, 
Chicago, St. Louls and Philadelphia. With- 
out any one knowing it outside of the Se- 
cret Service, every engraver tn these cities 
capable of earning journeyman’s wages 
was placed under surveillance. The pick 
of the office of the department carried on 
the work. 

This systematic investigation was com- 
menced in January, 1898, about six months 
after the first counterfeit $100 note reached 
the United States Treasury, and only 
a few days subsequent to the discovery af 
the counterfeit by Mr. Cremer of the Phil- 
adelphia Subtreasury. On March 12 Spe- 
cial Agent Burns secured a clew indicating 
the guilt of Baldwin 8. Bredell, an expert 
mechanic and engraver, and Arthur Tay- 
lor, an expert engraver, both tn Philadel- 
phia. 

After months of patient shadowing the 
Secret Service men found that Bredell and 


the engravers of 


Taylor were manufacturing counterfeit ci- 


gar stamps and shipping them to Jacobs 
at Lancaster. They were also making pa- 
per on which to print United States notes. 
This stuff was being shipped to Jacobs in 
tobacco boxes and by him transferred to a 
small cigar factory at Lancaster operated 
by Willlam F. Kendig. It was undoubtedly 
the intention of the gang to carry out their 
plan of making $10,000,000 In counterfeit bills 
in the factory of Kendig. When the ar- 
rests were made plates for printing $100, 
$0 and $8 notes were found In Bredell and 
Taylor's workshop in Philadelphia. These 
men and Jacobs and Kendig implicated 
the officials and ex-officials who are under 


arrest.

And while duplicity’s mask shone radiant 
with honesty on Jacobs’ face, Jacobs’ heart 
was black with crime, Jacobs’ mind was 
filled with swindling schemes and Jacobs’ 
honest hands were doing the bidding of the 
dishonest mind.

Jacobs is 45 years old. He is a native 
of Bucks County, Pennsylvania. He may 
have imherited financial shrewdness from 
his father, who was a successful banker. 
Jatobs does not dress the part of the pros- 
perous man of mercantile fe. That would 
not strengthen his action in the part of 
the sincere philanthropist and would illy 
consist with his guise of a frugal, honest 
man. He is clean and neat in appcar- 
ance, his clothing is reauy-made and inex- 
pensive. His hats are never stylish and 
seldom new. His shoes are polished, but 
they are heavy, like his workmen wear. 
His gait is shambling, his entire bearing 
unostentatious. Jacobs knows well that 
deeds rather than appearances accomplish 
things. 

His face is that of the sagacious bus!- 
ness man, with some lines of care, an air of 
self-confidence and a well assumed expres- 
sion of love for mankind. The forehead 
is bromi and high, denoting intellect. The 
nose prominent and typica] of the Jewish 
race, from which the sprung, signifies noth- 
ing. The ears are large and stand well 
out from the head—but many honest men 
have such. The lips are thick, red and 
well formed In repose the mouth indi- 
cates firmness of purpose. The chin is 
square and of good size, accentuating the 
phase of character indicated in the mouth, 
Jacobs’ eyes and the way he uses them 
are the attracting feature about his face. 
He looks every person squarely in the eye 
and scrutinizes him closely, be he prince 
or pauper, friend or stranger. The eyes 
are small, dark and piercing. 

His general manner prior to his arrest 
was reserved. But at times the chatted 
with his neighbors about affairs of the 
times.

His 
oldest child is a boy of 14 years. The other

Jacobs as a young man was a clerk in 
a bank.

Between the 
ages of % and 3% .years he was engaged in 
the manufacture of cigars at Boyertown, 
Berks County, Pa., and in East Greenvilie, 
Montgomery County, of the same State.

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St. Lou's Suffzr2ed Great Losses 
From Fire and 
Cholera. 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
66 ]-N the evening of May 17, the Veteran 
Volunteer Firemen’s Historical So- 
clety will meet in the Missouri His- 
torical Society Building, southwest corner 
of Sixteenth street and Lucas avenue, to 
commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of phe 
big fire of St. Louis. The society at ther 
last meeting, April 15, most emphatically 
and with entire unanimity indorsed ali the 
Post-Dispatch on March 30 published, and 
was authorized to repeat, regardless of 
what “A Veteran of Number Three” said 
in your Sunday issue, that the soctety will 
not, as he terms it, ‘“Celebrate the Golden 
Jubilee of the big fire,”’ even if ‘‘the citizens 
will raise a pugse to pay the expenses.” 

Will the men, women and children, resi- 
dents of St. Louis in 1849, and yet living, 
“celebrate the Golden Jubilee’’—the fift-eth 
anniversary—of a year, the simple mention 
of the date of which fills thelr minds with 
sad and sorrowful memories? No; not if 
a banquet costing a thousand dollars a 
plate was provided free. 

A. .D. 1849, though S© years have passed; 
is 'a Yenr date that has not yet, because of 
its Borrowful memories, lost ite dread sig- 
nificance to the men and women who were 
here in 1849, and the children who have 
grown up to man and womanhood since 
then and now living. It was, to St. Louis, 
the most fateful year of its entire history. 
In early February the Asiatic cholera—a 
scourge the world then feared and dreaded 


—made tts appearance, driving one-fourth 
of the population to seek safety elsewhere 


and killing 300 weekly of those who re- 
mained and courageously faced the danger. 

On the evening of May 17 those of the 
able-bodied, not sitting up with their dead 
and dying, were aroused by the bells from 
every steeple—by the iurid and angry 
flames—that a conflagration requiring their 


presence ito extinguish had broken out. 
It was the beginning of the big fire of 


1848—the greatest in the history of St. Louis 
~—burning. and raging throughout the night, 
and when the entire bueiness center of the 
eity was a smoldering ruin, checked in its 
further devastation by the heroism and 
heroic action of Thomas B. Targee, who, 
with powder, blew up and laid low enough 
bulldings:te create a barrier over which it 
did not pass. 

The chureh bells, that memorable night, 
ne matter what their creed, unitedly for the 
once, sent their doleful, mournful peala 
henvenward, appealing to God and man to 
save not enly one, but all, from destruc- 
uone. . 

The fire-flend.Wag conquered by the egac- 
rifice of a life—noble of the noblest—that of 
Thomas B..

slowly -but solemnly to the cities of the 
dead—left the living nat without hope, not 
without courage to remain to do and die, 
if need be, alding their fellow-man., 

The epidemic, the fire and the epidemic 
after the fire, in its three-fold power of de- 
vastation, seeming to feel and fear the un- 
conquerable spirit of these grand old St. 
Louisans, called for reinforcement, 


panse, but disastrous to manufacture. 
commerce and health, appeared. 

The sidewalks on our river front 4 
under water, the Illinols bottoms, clear to 
the bluffs submerged, a mighty sea rolling 
over the channel where the turbid “Father 
of Waters” should have been, submerging 
factories. homes and farms and carry-ng 
with it on its way southward wrecks of 
habitations, living, dying and dead domestic 
animals, was a panorama of destruction not 
to be forgotten.

tached held them here with the determina- 
tion to show the world what western pluck 
and enterprise could do with a location fit- 
ted by the god of nature for the metrool-s 
of the West. 

And these adverse fates—did we believe 
as of old in the heathen dejties who in their 
way directed and controlled human affaire— 
conquered by man as never in the history 
of municipalities before—manlike when con- 
quered, acknowledged the'r defeat and be- 
came our allies. They opposed our growth 
no longer, and though since then other cities 
have been ravaged by fire and pestilence, 
with financial crises that shook their foun- 
dations. St. Louls, favored by fate, marched 
steadily onward, and the 2,000 brave, un- 
conquerable St. Loulsans of 1849 have grown 
nearly on to 1,000,000 in 1899. 

Heroes all who died, and all who re- 
mained and lived in that fateful year of 
139 in St. Loule. Noblest of all of them, 
Thomas B Targee, to whom the greatest 
honor is due. A devoted wife and a loving 
family of young children deterred him not 
from offering. up his life to the fire fiends. 
When nearly every family had its dead or 
dying, every vehicle employed in trans- 
ferring the dead to the cemeteries, Targee's 
memory could not be honored by a public 
fumeral, and his body, no, not body, 
but remnants, picked up here and there, the 
head from the roof of a house a block 
away from the tragedy, were tenderly laid 
away ia Christ Church Cemetery and after- 
warce without ostentat‘on removed to 
beautiful Bellefontaine, where they now 
rest. 

Celebrate this anniversary? When the vet- 
erans who wore the blue will celebrate the 
battle of Bull Run, those who wore the gray 
the fall of Vicksburg and ali again united 
the death of the martyred Lincoln then, but 
not till then will the veteran volunteer fire- 
men of St. Louls celebrate an anniversary 
which to them brings up only ead and sor- 
rowing memories.

The Dewey 
battalion rose in a body and marched for- 
ward. Their leader informed the teacher 
that they were going to “lick him.”’ 

Pangborn reached for his rawhide. 
George struck out for all that was in him, 
but for once his blows didn't land, while 
the rawhide fell In raking broadsides on 
his head and shoulders and legs. Some of 
the other boys salled in, but the master 
snatched a hickory stick from the wood- 
box and laid them low 

A few hours later Pangborn escorted the 
battered 12-year-old to his home amd re- 
ported to his father that he had brought

The courtly Dr. Dewey thanked the 
teacher for his services and promised that 
the boy should be in his piace the next 
day. 
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Years afterward George Dewey, 
Heutenant in the navy, again met t 
who had mastered him. 

“TI shall never cease to be grateful t 
sir,” he said. “You made a man af me. 
But for that thrashing you gave me in 
Montpelier I should probably have been in 
State prison by this time.” 

Later, after a year at Morrisville Acade- 
my, George was sent to Norwich Upiver- 
sity, a military training school, to prepare 
for West Point. The father had chosen for 
his son an army career, though the boy 
himself much preferred the navy any- 
how, the drill at Norwich was not Jikely to 
hurt him. 

At last Mr. Dewey, though with reluc- 
tance, ylelded to his son’s earnest wish, 
and took steps to secure for him an ap- 
pointment to the Naval Academy. But 
things are not always to be had for the 
asking, and great was the young man’s dis- 
appointment when the nomination was 
finally given right over his head to a school- 
mate, George Spaulding. 

Dewey, however,gvas named as alternate; 
and after the examimation it was the alter- 
nate who stayed at Annapolis, while George 
Spaulding turned from war to theology. 

These examinations are indeed a severe 
ordeal. A sound body is considered just 
as important asa vigorous mind. Of all the 
bright boys who go with high hopes to 
Annapolis, not more than 4 per cent suc- 
ceed in passing the double test, and of those 
who do pass, only about 50 per vent finish 
the course. The rest find the studies and 
discipline too severe and fall by the way- 
side; only those made of sterner stuff en- 
dure to the end. 

He entered the Naval Academy Sept. 23, 
1854. He was then a slender young fellow, 
half man, half boy, with rather high cheek 
bones and a keen, quick eye—a Yankee 
through and through. 

There were 14 men in the graduating 
class of 1858, and George Dewey stood 
fifth. After his graduation he was ordered 
to the steam frigate Wabash, which crulsed 
with the Mediterranean squadron until 
1859, when he returned to Annapolis to re- 
ceive his final examination. 

When Fort Sumter was fired on Dewey 
was in Montpelier. But he did not stay 
there. His Yankee blood was up. Just one 
week later, April 19, 1860, he was commis- 
sioned as lieutenant and assigne@ to duty. 

DEWEY ON THE gcse nal, 

The youag Lieutenant was assigned to 
the sloop of war Mississippi, destined to 
take an active part in the flerce fighting of 
the West Gulf Squadron under Farragut. 
The Mississippi was a side-wheel steamer 
of seventeen guns, commanded by Melana- 
ton Smith. 

Dewey was now in training for Man- 
fla; a better school than vatreaue® fleet 
cannot be imagined. 

His first great object lesson in wiivi war- 
fare was the famous dash past Forts Jack- 
son and St. Philip on the Mississippi River 
below New Orleans. The general opera- 
tions of the fleet, however, do not concern 
us here, but in them the craft on which 
Dewey was serving, played a worthy and 
important part.° 

For just as she was passing Fort Hnilip 
under a veritable blizzard of exploding 
shells, the Confederate gam, Manassas, 
headed down stream, charged upon her, 
striking her on the port side, near the miz- 
zen-mast. 

It was a glancing blow, yet the heavy 
iron beak cut a gash seven feet long in 
the side, racking the whole ship and dis- 
abling her machinery. 

Nevertheless, the Mississippi sent a 
broadside through the ram and boarded and 
fired her, so that she drifted an almost 
helpless wreck and soon blew up. | 

WHY DEWEY DODGED A SHOT. 

Admiral Farragut had come aboard the 
Miississippi to steam up the river to recon- 
noiter. The Southerners had a way of 
rushing a field plece to the top of the high 
bank, firing point blank at the vessel| and 
then backing downm agan. 

Upon one such occasion Farragut saw 
Dewey dodge a shot. 

“Why don’t you stand firm, lHeutenant?” 
said he. Don’t you kmow you can’t jump 
quick enough?’ 

The next day the admiral dodged a shot. 
The lieutenant smiled and held his tongue; 
but the admiral had an uneasy conscience. 
He cleared his throat once or twice, shifted 
his attitude, and finally blurted out: ‘Why, 
sir, you can’t help it, sir. It's human/jna- 
ture.”’ . 

It was at Port Hudson that the ste 
Mississippi, still carrying Dewey and all 
his fortunes, finally came to grief. 

Here there is a bend in the river, and 
bluffs which rise to the height of a hun- 
dred feet. On the east bank the Confeder- 
ates had mounted 19 heavy guns. Near the 
opposite shore was a dangerous shoal. 
Search-lights had been extemporized and 
great bonfires laid, to make it ftmpossible 
for any craft to creep past under cover of 
darkness. 

Farragut, however, 
run the gauntlet. 

HIS COOLINESS IN DANGER. 

In spite of the furious bombardment of 
the enemy all went well with the old side- 
wheeler until she reached the twist in the 
current at the bend. Here she suddenly 
went aground, and all efforts to get her 
off failed. 

She lay under a hot fire, bravely respond- 
ing with her starboard battery, but in a 
hopeless plight. lt was plainly useless to 
leave the men to be shot to pleces with 
the ship, so, after the small arms had been 
thrown overboard and the vessel fired in 
four places to insure its destruction, the 
crew were ordered to save themselves) as 
they could. Capt. Smith and Lieut. D y 
were the last to leave the deck. | 

A marine, who was among those who es- 
caped, relates the following incident: 

“Lieut Dewey wes a bold, powerful 
awimmer, but he was too unselfish to think 
only of himself so long as any of his com- 
rades were in danger. Not far from him 
he spied a seaman trying his best to ketp 
above water after his right arm had been 
paralyzed by a bullet. 

“Dewey struck out for him and gave 
him a lift till they reached a floating epar. 
Tuen the wounded man was towed ashore 
in safety.”

at Port Hudson deseribes Lieut. Dewey 
as the coolest man on the ship, and adds 
an instance of his resourcefulness: 

“The order to attack Port Hudson came 
at night. Dewey, on his own responsibil- 
ity, directed us to whitewash the decks so 
that the gun crews would have a chance 
to see the running-gear of the guns. Such 
an order had never been given before to 
the crew of a man-of-war.” | 

WHEN DEWEY LOST 0. 

After the loss of the ‘Mississippl, “Lieut. 
Dewey was assigned to one of the smaller 
gunboats of the squadron, and early in 1864 
traneferred to the North Atlantic 
Squadron, where he became executive of- 
ficer of the gunboat Agawam, a sidewheel 
steamer of 97 tons, carrying elght guns. 

The Chief Engineer of the Agawam, 
Clark Fisher, now retired, tells am inter- 
esting story of how he once became custo- 
dian of Dewey's savings, with rather mor- 
tifying results. 

Dewey and Fisher were messmates on the 
Agawam, which was alding Gen. Grant 
around City Point and Petersburg. She 
was in the heat of battle most of the time 
and was busy dodging torpedoes released 
up -the river by the enemy. At that time 
Mr. Fisher says, Dewey was considered 
one of the best men in the service—active, 
energetic, alert, a good disciplinarian, 
prompt in everything, without being hasty. 

Naturally, 
together, Dewey and Fisher became very 
chummy, and when Fisher secured a fur- 
lough of two or three months, Dewey asked 
him to undertake a little commission. 

“It came about this way,’ said Fisher, “I 
was busy packing my trunk when Dewey 
came up with his hands in his pockets. He 
was always a reticent fellow, even with his 
most intimate frends, but he hadn’t talked 
long before I knew that hé wanted to say 
something. So I finally asked him why he 
didn't drive straight at the mark and let 
me know exactly what he wanted. 

“ “Well, Fisher,’ said he, you know I 
don’t like to trouble anybody, but I want 
you to do me a favor when you get up 
North,’ 

GUERILLA GOT THE MONEY. 

** ‘Now,’ said I, ‘what is it, old man? 

“*You eee, Fisher,’ said he, ‘a fellow 
corked up here hasn't mich use for money, 
and I have saved a little. It has been rat- 
tling around in my trunk for months, do- 
ing nobody any good, and I want to get 
it to my father, so that he can invest it 
for me. I thought that perhaps you might 
not think it much trouble to take it to the 
old gentleman while you are up in his 
neighborhood. I'd mall it, but you know 
that as things are at present it might never 
reach him.’ 

“ ‘Probably not,’ I answered, ‘and if I 
oan get it to him I shall be glad to do so.’ 

“Dewey pulled a roll of money out of his 
pocket and counted it, ‘There’s $400 even,’ 
said he.,. ‘It isn't mu but-it will come 
in handy if a fellow is evet laid up.’ 

“He gave me the ‘money and I tucked 
it away in an inside pocket of my coat 
along with some money of my own. On 
the way our train was held up by guerril- 
las. I tried to. escape, but one of the 
thieves caught me by the coatails. ‘The 
coat was a trifle loose and I slipped out of 
it, and, leaving it in his hands jumped for 
the bushes and made my escape. 

“The fellow sent a bullet after me, but 
he was probably too astonished to take 
g00d alm. When I reached a point where I 
felt that I was safe I sat down and thought 
the situation over. It then occurred to me 
for the first time that Dewey’s money had 
gone with the coat. I regretted it, of 
course, but I didn’t feel like going back to 
get it. My own money went along with 
it. The money was never invested for 
Dewey, but I guess he has managed to get 
along without it.”’ 

While attached to the North Atlantic 
Squadron Lieut. Dewey participated in the 
famous attack on Fort Fisher. Here, as 
elsewhere, he did his full duty, but the 
story of the battle is beyond the scope of 
this narrative. 

DEWBY ON THD KPARSARGE. 

Om March 3, 1865, Lieut. Dewey was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant-Comman- 
der and assigned to duty on the famous 
old sloop Kearsarge, which carried seven 
guns and had a tonnage of 1031. 

Her splendid victory over the Alabama 
was still recent, and Déwey was delNghted 
to tread the deck of so stanch a craft. 

At the close of the war he was transferred 
to the steam frigate Colorado, flagship of 
the European squadron. 

“Those who cruised under him,” says a 
well-known writer, “say that to the men 
forward, he was one of the kindest officers 
who ever commanded a ghip. 

“They speak of his tenderness of heart, 
of his reluctamce to punish petty offenders 
and of his toleration for the countless 
harmless peccadilloes of which a sailor man 
may be guilty. At the same time he main- 
tained absolute discipline, and to serious 
offenders he was a terror. He despised a 
liar and would show one no mercy. 

“No sailor ever lost by owning up frank- 
ly to a fault and throwing himself on 
Dewey's mercy. He might be sentenced 
in accordance with the regulations, but the 
chances were that he would be released 
from the brig before his sentence was haif 
worked out. So it came about that Dewey's 
men beth liked him and respected him. 
No skipper ever commanded more loyal 
crewa."’ 

It is related that on one of his cruises @ 
petty officer went ashore at Gibraltar and 
came back the worse for liquor, He was 
brought before Dewey at the mast next 
morning and began to tell a story about 
being tll. Dewey stopped him short. 

DIDN'T LIKE MEN THAT LIED. 

“You ate lying,” scald Dewey severely. 
“You were very drunk; heard you myself. 
I will not have my men lie to me. 1 don't 
ask them not to drink, but I do expect 
them to tell the truth. If you had told me 
frankly you had taken a drop too much on 
liberty you would have been forward by 
this time, for you returned to the ship, but 
for lying you get ten days in trons. Let 
me have the truth hereafter. I am told 
that you are a good seaman. A good sea- 
man has no business telling lies.” 

John L. Veimard, now a commander, wae 
acting ensign on the Colorado with Dewey, 
who was Lieutenant-Commander and in 
charge of the ship. He says of him: 

“He wes emarter than chain lightning; 
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in the course of their service. 


dered home from the European eta 
early in 1867, and was assigned to duty at 
the Kittery Navy Yard at Portsmouth, 
N. H, 

He was then 0 years of age, a handsome, 
popular, young officer, a welcome visitor tn 
the homes of those old-fashioned, cultureé 
families which still make up the somewhat 
exclusive society of the place. 

While in Portsmouth he first met the 
young woman who won his heart and 
whom he married, Oct. %, 1867. She was 
Miss Susan B. Goodwin, a daughter of 
Ichabod Goodwin, the war Governor of New 
Hampshire, known far and wide as “Fight- 
ing Gov. Goodwin.” 

Shortly after his marriage Dewey was as- 
signed to duty at the«Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. Two years later he waa placed 
in command of the Narragansett, and on 
April 13, 1872, he was promoted to the rank 
of commander. 

Then came the great sorrow of the young 
officer’s career. On Dec. 3 a son was 
born to bear his name, but five days later 
the mother died. The boy was christened 
George Goodwin, In honor of his father, and 
grew to vigorous marmhood. 

DBDATH OF MRS. DPWPY. 

The death of his wife was a cruel blow to 
the brave young commander. His sister 
is authority for the statement that he felt 
as if in no small measure his career had 
ended at the grave of his wife And the 
battle of Manila Bay was still a quarter of 
a century distant! 

Early in 4873 he sailed as Commander of 
the Narragansett for the Pacific Coast, 
where he was engaged in making surveys 
until 1876. . 

Then he was recalle! to Washington to 
be made a lighthouse Inspector, and later 
the Secretary of the Lighthouse Board. He 
commanded the Juniata in the Asiatic Sta- 
tion in 1882-83, and on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, 1884, was made Captain and put in 
charge of the Dolphin, one of the four new 
vessels which formed the original “White 
Sauadron.”” 


It js an Incident worth recalling that 


while commanding the Juniata, under or-' 


ders to join the Asiatic Squadron, Commo- 
dore Dewey was stricken with fllness that 
compelled him to stop at Malta.

Go he gathered the boys and 
girls each afternoon from the capito} 
grounds across the way into the grounds 
around his home, and took them driving, 
entertaining them along the way with 
stories about sailor men until the girls 
were almost frightened and the boys were 
fully determined to become captains in the 
United States Navy. 

HIS LIFE IN WASHINGTON, 

The energy and ability of Capt. Dewey 
in planning and executing any naval] mat- 
ter involved detall and patience was early 
recognized by the Navy Department. 

He was consiered by those who knew 
him intimately at Washington one of the 
brainiest officers in the service. It was 
not surprising, in view of his attainments, 
that he was appointed in 1888 Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment and Recrulting, a 
position which carried with it the rank of 
Commodore, although Capt. Dewey waz nog 
promoted to that rank until Feb, 28, 1896. 

During his life in Washington Dewey was 
known as the best Gressed man in the ser- 
vice. A newspaper writer who drew a pen 
picture of the Commodéfe in 1597, had this 
to say of him: 

“He is of medium height and slender, 
with just the suspicion of a stoop. His 
dark eyes are large and piercing, hie face 
has the clearcut firmness of the man of 
the world. His dress is immaculate and 
always in the mode. He ts a clubman and 
likes society, but he is not a story-teller 
or a wit. 

“He is rather a well-bred gentleman, who 
has seen much of the world and combines 
a fondness for the company of his fellows 
with a gentleman's reserve and poise.” 

HE WAS A BIT OF A DANDY. 

Thus he became familiar to the people 
and the press as a man whose natural and 
acquired devotion to trimness and accou- 
racy carried him to the very verge of dud- 
ishness in dress. If a drumhead court- 
martia] had been the penalty. for being 
caught in afternoon costume after 6 p. mm 
he could not have been more punctual] in 
donning hia evening clothes. It was said 
of him, quite without malice, that the 


creases of his trousers were as well defined , 


as his views on naval warfare, 
He was a bit of a dandy, it may be 


acknowledged, but none the leas a brave '. 


sallor and an efficient officer. 

During the summer of 1897 he found hig 
heakh falling, and upon the urgent advice. 
of his friends concluded to apply for « 
command at sea, in the hope that @ cruise 
would benefit him. 

There was then merely a remote pos- 
sibility of a war with Spain: but with 
this contingency in mind, Commodore 
Dewey had no desire of being placed in 
command of the Asiatic station, for he, 
like most of his brother officers, thought 
that if the United States had wer with 
Spain the European squadron and that on 
the home etation would figure much more 
conspicuousiy. None believed that the 
United States would extend its Operations 
to the Philippines. 

At the Ume Commodore Dewey was 
finally ordered to Asiatic weéters the situa- 
tien had become threatening, and whet 
Commander F. V. McNair was detached 
from his command and ordered 
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due to be detached early in the new year. 
Dewey was especially anxious for this com- 
mand, but Howell succeeded in securing 
the billet. So Providence, or fate, would 
have it. 

There were new men in the office of the 
Secretary of the Navy about this time, and 
Theodore Roosevelt, then Assistant Secre- 
tary, was an important factor in selecting 
the men who were to come to the fore in 
thé inevitable war with Spain. 

It was directly due to him that Dewey 
was in command of the Asiatic squadron 
at the taking of- Manila. 

When the Naval Council looked about 
for a suitable man, Mr. Roosevelt nemed 
George Dewey.

Schuetter, says he was an old man when 
she was a little girl. He owned so much 
land that when anyone who wanted to buy 
asked him for a price ona piece he would 
say: ‘I don’t know that I own that land. 
I'll go over to the County Clerk and see if 
it is mine.’ 

“He was in Indiana when the Indians 
owned the land. He had three passions— 
decoration of himself and all that belonged 
to him, his violin and the Democratic party. 
He would cover himself and his horse with 
ribbons. If given a photograph or any pic- 
ture he would pin it on his coat and wear 
it. He was always ready to play the only 
tune he knew, and imagined that he played 
divinely. He loved anyone who would yell 
for Hancock or Tilden, or Cleveland ofr 
Bryan and he hated anyone who yelled for 
Garfield, Hayes, Blaine, Harrison or Mc- 
Kinley. Any child who would hurrah for 
the Democratic candidate was sure of a big 
stick of barber-pole candy, and he’d Duy a 
dress for anx woman he could induce to 
hurrah his way.”’ 

Over the newly-made grave of this pe- 
cullar old Indiana pioneer is a handsome 
marble ‘tombstone bearing the legend:

the Wabash Valley, Southwestern In- 
diana, when they were fighting In- 
dians, yeare and years before Kentucky 
came to be known as the Bluegrass State. 

Whether the color of the grass had any- 
thing to do with it or not, the fact remains 
that in Pike County—the heart of the 
bluegrass country of Indians—these lived 
and died one of the most eccentric persons 
any locality has ever known. When he was 
born, and where and how long he lived in 
the locality where he came to be known as 
an institution rather than individual, no 
living person can say with certainty, but 
Pike County Bill Hayes was an old man 
when elderly people, now living, were 
children. 

He died two years ago, but In accordance 
wifh his request, there was no funeral till 
last week. 

Bill Hayes waé wealthy—wealthier by far 
than his most intimate friends knew—or 
his son and heir, Pierce Hayes, thought. 
There was a provision in the will that, after 
the testator’s death, his body should be 
placed in a vault and there remain for two 
years, while his money accumulated in- 
terest. Then the body was to be laid to 
rest in a park that he had donated to White 
Oak, and there should be a grand free fes- 
tival in lieu of funeral services, all to be 
paid for by his estate. 

He provided that the trees in the park 
where the body was to be placed, were ¢o 
be decorated with red, white and blue rib- 
bons: five platforms for dancing were to 
be erected: two brass bands were to furnish 
mueic, and the persons present were to be 
feasted on five head of cattle, 2 head of 
sheep and a large number of hogs and 
chickens. Fifty kegs of beer were to be 
given out to the crowd. 

Sométhing out of the ordinary was ex~- 
pected from the will of Pike County Bill 
Hayes, but even his old neighbors didn’t 
expect an orgy to be ordered instead of 
obsequies. The executor and%heir said it 
shovld be as Bill wished and KH wae, 

Invitations to the funeral festivities were 
issued to all Pike County. People drove 
30 miles to take part in the merry-making. 
Most of them had. known Hayes in life and 
they knew that he would have enjoyed the 
celebration vastly if he could have been 
there to do his share. 

It was such another feast as Cedric, the 
father of Ivanhoe, arrayed after the sup- 
posed death of Athelstone. ) 

Pierce Hayes did the thing In the style 
his father loved, and it was generally re- 
marked that, “if Bill can look down and 
see the happy crowd, he'll be just pure 
laippy.”” 

Two bands played from dawn till even- 
ing; an ox, five steers, 20 sheep and hun- 
dreds of hene were barbecued. There was 
nothing done in Pike County that day but 
dancing, singing and eating. Everybody 
hurrahed for Old Pike County Bill Hayes.

Joe Coghlan played marbles and flew kites 
in the streets of Belleville with never a 
thought of sanguinary fame. If he though: 
about the future, which he probably did, for 
he was a bright boy, he probably connected 
himself with it through the medium of ora- 
tory. He had an oratorial gift, did little Joe 
Coghlan, and the wise ones under whose 
motice he came prophesied that he would 
make tiis mark before the bar or on the 
stump. 

Plainly put, he was expected to win fame 
with his mouth. Well, he did, but that is 
getting ahead of the story. 

Coghlan became a citizen of Belleville 
when’ he was very young. To the best of 
his recollection he was about 1 year old. 
That was in 186. Three years later the 
cholera came to Belleville and when the 
dawn broke after the black night of ter- 
ror and despair and dea, Joseph Coghlan, 
‘4 years old, was an orphan, and one of his 
brothers and one of his sisters had gone 
with them. 

His uncle, Col. Philip B. Fouke, took the 
orphan to raise, and tn the Fouke family 
he spent his boyhood years in Belleville. 

He was every inch a boy then, as he is 
every inch a sailor and a fighter now. 

There was nothing in particular about 
him to attract attention to him then, ex- 
cept the growing gift of oratory, perhaps.

Coghlan, standing on the bridge of the 
Raleigh, went into the action with as

When the signal changed to “Fire on the 
enemy,” or something like that, there was 
no employment of range-finders or any- 
thing of that kind. Capt. Coghlan was 
his own range-finder. When he was sat- 
isfied that the Christina was in range he 
turned loose his guns, and the whole world 
knows what happened. 

When he came back to America he for- 
got himeelf as he did once before. Joe 
Coghlan said the things that Joe Coghlan 
thought and in exactly the form and force 
that Joe Coghlan thought them.

In au outburst of violent temper he wrote 
a letter to Willlam T. Moran, a clerk in 
the Navy Department.

Coghlan's friends in St. Louis and other 
parts of the country petitioned President 
McKinley asking his restoration to his 
old place on the lst by being advanced 
three more numbers. 

The petition, which was presented to the 
President by Col. Richard M. Johnson, 
cousin of Capt. Coghlan, said in part: 

‘That letter ia no index to this officer's 
character. It is not a; link in any chain 
of events that show him to be rebellious 
to authority or tyrannical; or overbearing 
to inferiors. It stands an isolated act in 
the midst of 38 years of honorable service 
in a record that with this one exception is 
without a flaw or blemish. He has always 
faithfully and ably performed his duties, 
whether at sea or on shore. * * * We 
submit that In rewarding for hfs gallantry 


an officer who has signally enjoyed Ad- 
miral Dewey’s confidence he should at 
least be restored the numbers lost and 
borne uncomplainingly for 23 years. Not 
only does his conduct at Manila entitle him 
to this consideration,: but the faithful, ef- 
ficient and able discharge of this duties in 
time of peace. Twenty-three years is in- 
deed a long time for an officer of the char- 
acter and record that Capt. Coghlan has to 
suffer for the indiscretion of a moment, 
exercised as he no doubt believed at the 
time within the limit of his rights, writ- 
ing in private and toa private ‘ndividual.’’ 

The President's action on this petition 
may be affected by the club incident in 
New York.

CHIKAWA DANJURO is the Japanese 
| Irving. He stands as unquestionably 
at the head of his profession as the 
crowned king whose palace is the Lyceum; 
he is associated by his fellow-countrymen, 
as Sir Henry is associated, with a splendid 
series of historic impersonations; he has 
Gone @ great deal to raise the status and 
enhance the prestige of actors; he enjoys 
an income far exceeding that of the Prime 
Minister, and, next to Marquis Ito, is per- 
haps the most popular person in Japan, In 
one respect he surpasses the great English 
actor. We can hardly imagine the por- 
trayer of Becket, of Shylock and Louls XI. 
favorably impressing his audience in the 
roles of Portia or Beatrice or Lady Mac- 
deth, but such androgynous feats are fre- 
quently accomplished by the Tokyo favor- 
. ite, who, moreover, at the age of 6, is still 
capadle of much agility as a dancer in the 
“Damari" or pantomimic scenes which 
break the somewhat lurid march of a seven- 
act tragedy.

A PARACHUTE BRAKE ¥ OR STEAMSHIPS. 


Umbrella of Stee! Thrown 
Out Catches the Water 
and Stops the Boat. 


HUNGARIAN engineer has invented 
A a brake for steamships. The brake 

has been tried and tas been found to 
be efficient. T..e steam hp Clotilde, a boat 
of 100 tons. owned by the Austrian Lloyd 
Steam Navigation Co., was driven ahead 
until a registered speed of ten Knots was 
obtained. 

At a given signal the brake wes applied. 
The engines were still run at full 
ahead. 

Thirty seconds from the time the whistie 
simnal sounded the C’otilde was at an abso- 
fute standstill Smoke poured from her 
funne's and the sea was churned into foam 
by the screw, but the ship remained as 
etill as if in dry dock. Measurement showed 
that from the time the brake was let fall 
the vessel hed traveled on!y twenty feet. 

To estabiish a compar‘gon, the brake was 
lifted and the zhip was again driven ahead. 
When the whistle was sounded the engines

Consul H. Albert Johnson of Venice ts en- 
thusiastic over the possibiiities of the In- 
vention, and has made a report upon it to 
the Denartment of State. He says: 

“For the firet trial the apparatus was at- 
tached to the stern of the Clotilde and the 
steamer put on ful steam. When maxi- 
mum speed was attained—in Austrian reck- 
oning nine miles per hour—the retaining 
hook was released and the parachute 
plunged into the water. With a scarcety 
perceptible shock the vessel came to a 
standstill in 30 feet. It was found, how- 
ever, that the rods and guys supporting 
the brake were badly strained. If they had 
not yielded the shock might have been 
much more severe. The fact that the sup- 
ports did yield did not argue seriously 
against the efficacy of the brake, but was 
attributed to the provisional character of 
the arranzements. 

“The second trial was designed to show 
how far the vessel wouw'd proceed when 
her engines were stopped at full speed, no 
brake being used, The distance was found 
to be 300 yards.

from full speed ahead to full speed astern.

“White the second and third trials were 
in progress the marine brake was refitted 
with more powerful] supports, and a fresh 
experiment was made, This time the vessel 
stoped instantly. 

These results, while hardly to be con- 
sidered valid for the powerful ocean liners, 
with which the necessity for a quick stop 
is occasionally so crucia!, indicate that an 
important principle has been introduced 
among marine safeguards. The Austrian 
Lioyd Co. is awaiting the results of an im- 
provement which Mr. Svetkovich wishes to 
add to his device, and intends to equip its 
great fleet with the useful apparatus.”’ 

The value of a brake to a steamship is 
unquestionable. It is seldom that a col- 
lision occurs without the lookouts on either 
ship having ample time to see the danger. 
The trouble invariably tas been that it 
has been impossible to check the way of a 
big ship in time to avoid the collision. 
This was particularly the case In the ac- 
cident which sank the French steamer La 
Bourgogne.

MARVELOUS VELOCITY OF PROJECTILES. 
FIRED FROM A NEW MONSTER GUN, 


NEW 6-inch American naval gun, 

A weighing 14,000 pounds, hae just 

beaten the world’s record for veloci.- 

ty and penetration. The new record was 

made within the past few days at the In- 

dian Head proving grounds, situated on 

the Potomac, below Washington, when the 

phenomenal velocity of 3000 feet per second 
wae recorded for a 100-pound shell. 

A bullet fired from a Krag-Jorgensen in- 
fantry rifle travels at a speed, when it first 
leaves the muzzle, of about 2000 feet per 
second. A bullet from the old Springfield 
rifle travels at a speed of 1300 feet per sec- 
ond. 

The velocity of 3000 feet per second re- 
corded for the new 6-'nch gun means 
that at a distance of 5® yards the 100- 
pound projectile, on striking a ship's sid», 
will exert an energy of impact of something 
like 6009 foot tons. By energy of impact 
ig meant the striking or smashing power

The test of the new 6-inch gun hae been 
conducted with much secrecy, and even 
now all data connected with it is not given 
out by the authorities. The officials de- 
clare unhesitatingly, however, that the 
United States is now in possession of the 
most powerful 6-inch gun in the world. 


The record which the new American gun 
has just beaten hae been held for the past 
two years by a .S%-caliber Elswick 6-inch 
gun, such as is mounted on the new cruiser 
New Orleans. The English gun gave a 
muzzle velocity of 242 feet per second. 
Quite recently, however, a Vickers-Maxim 
6-inch gun of English make raised the ve- 
locity to 2784 feet per second, and the Bril-

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the tailed batrachians thus far known, The 
typhlomolge has four long, slender legs, 
which apparently serve as legs, feelers, 
arms, eyes and swimming apparatus. 

While the normal number of fingera and 
toes, namely, four and five, is present, not 
only is there a great variation in the reia- 
tive length of these members, but even the 
length of the legs in the eame anima] may 
differ as much as two millimeters. 

In the inky darkness of the subterranean 
waters in which these animals live, they 
have great need of sensitive feelers, which 
really take the place of eyes. 

The head of the typhicmolge is excés- 
sively large and broad, being equal to the 
body in length, and in breadth about half 
the length of the body. The nose is very 
much depressed, broad, truncated and near- 
ly square in front. The nostrils are wide- 
ly separated and are situated at the cor- 
ners of the truncated snout, their distance 
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being greater than that between the eyes. 
The nose is not unlike that of a crocodile. 

The eyes are deeply hidden under the 
skin, and only visible as two small, dark 
spots. They are no doubt quite useless. 
The mouth is comparatively small, but 
with heavy lips. 

The two typhlomolges brought to Wash- 
ington have now been about a month away 
from thelr native waters, and saéem to be 
capable of living any length of time itn the 
aquarium which serves them as a home in 
the Fish Commission Dullding. / They are 
extremely active for members of the sala- 
mander family, and climb over the rocks in 
the aquarium with great agility and appar- 
ent enjoyment. Their legs, in spite of their 
slenderness, are evidently very strong. In 
swimming they are chiefly propelled by 
their long, narrow tall. 

Dr. Stejneger states that as far as his 
studies have proceeded they OAR 
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Cave Salamander, Now Alive and Swimming Po Cheerfully in the Senitiaesdiia Aquarium, Washington. 


the animal belongs to the superfamily Pro- 
teoldae, which embraces the Proteus, the 
elongated, eel-shaped, but likewise blind 
cave species from the subterranean waters 
at the head of the Adriatic sea, and the 
mud puppy, or Necturus, with functional 
eyes and less elongated body, of the Amer- 
ican continent. 

Four years ago it was Dr. Stejneger's 
good fortune to announce the discovery of 
a blind cave salamander (Typhiotiriton 
speleus) in America, which he then char- 
acterized as “‘one of the most important 
and interesting herpetological events of re- 
cent years.”” The discovery of the biind, 
salamandertike Petracium Typhiomoilge 
Rathbuni he considers to be even more im- 
portant and Interesting than the former. 
The name Rathbuni has been given in hon- 


or of Mr. Richard Rathbun, an eminent 
naturalist in the United States Government 
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leans be forwarded. As soon as the English 
guns reached the proving grounds, and it 
must be remembered that they represented 
weapons which held the world’s record for 
velocity, they were subjected to the most 
rigid trials.

The new United States 6-inch gun was 
made in the Government ghops at the 
Washington Gun Foundry. The steel em- 
ployed is of the highest grade known te 
Amerikan makers. But the remarkabie 
part of it all -was the fact that the enof- 
mous velocity obtained was secured on @@- 
companying pressures in the gun chamberg 
which were regarded as quite normal. From 
what can be learned the pressures did not 
exceed 16 tons to the square inch. This 
pressure is not much in excess of the pres- 
sures frequently developed by the old none 
like mean powder such as was used during 
} the Spanish-American war, and when us- 
ing this latter powder it was deemed fortu- 
nate if a velocity of 2000 feet per second 
could be secured. Generally speaking, the 
velocities were between 1800 and 1900 feet 
per second for 6-inch guns. 


The advantages arising from increased 
velocity are Increased range, a flatter tra- 
jectory, which makes possible greater ac- 
curacy and increased energy of impact. 
It ti» energy of impact that Is striven for 
by gun designers; in other words, the 
ability to strike a powerful blow. By 
lengthening a gun to an extraordinary de- 
gree it is possible to burl a small bail 
with a velocity of, say, 00 feet per second, 
but the energy of the impact of the blow 
might not De as great as that of a larger 
shell traveling at a lower velocity. real 
too, the increase In length of barrois 
to clumsiness and welght. The ne 
caliber American gun is held to com 
a remarkable degree the advantages of 
velocity coupled with minimum of length 
and weight.

Simplicity, tt is true, is the keynote of 
many charming costumes, but it ts costly 
simplicity. Materials of the most exquisite 
texture, innumerable yards of priceless 
lace, the daintiest and most elaborate hand- 
fwork and row after row of stitching in 
intricate designs make the gowns of this 
summer marvels of loveliness and also ex- 
pensive creations. 

IAberty foulards, pompadour silks, taf- 
feta, plain, embroidered and open worked 
silky linens, pompadour Darege, silk can- 
vas, cracque tennet and embrodered India 
mull are the fabrics most in vogue, and 
lace is the popular trimming. 

' Bizarre combinations and striking color 


_@chemes are no longer considered evidences 


of originality. Artistic effect must be 
gained by a harmonious rather than e glar- 
ing touch. 

Smart women will wear traveling gowns 
of taffeta silk, either blue or black, made 
@ith skirt and Bton jacket. They are al- 
ways severely plain, relieved only by large 
collars of cream renaissance lace or hand- 
gome embroidery. The Pton is corded in 
emal) all-over cords, and the skirt may 
also be ornamented with several rows of 
cording. 

These swagger suits have quite taken the 
place of serge, so long in vogue, and are 
much more serviceable, since they shed 
dust easily and do not crush. They are 
also light, comfortable and modish. 

When the hot summer days come these 
costumes will be laid aside in favor of ohio 
Hton jackets and skirts of linen. 

There is nothing so smart for an after- 
moon gown at the seashore as one made of 
pompadour barege, with sprawling pink 
roses thrown carelessly between the white 
satin stripes. 

The soft, clinging skirt {s finished at the 
bottom in lace-edged points that fall over 
@ full lace flounce. The lace trimmed bod- 
jce is high-necked, but has elbow sleeves. 
For finish at the bottom of the bodice a 
marrow band of black velvet fastens on 
the left side with a choux of narrow black 
welvet ribbon. 

This dainty gown is especially suited for 
seaside resorts, since it will not grow limp 
or crumpled at the breath of the salt alr. 

Pompadour barege comes in many old- 
fashioned patterns, the effect of loosely 
Scattered pink flowers on bluetts between 
the white satin stripes being particularly 
effective. 

Never was s0 much work put on gowns, 
and never was so much lace used. Old 
family laces, that have for years lain un- 
touched in their perfumed seclusion, are 
brought out and viewed with delight, for it 
is impossible to have too much. 

All ekirts should be plain and flat in the 
dDack, but for stout women two pretty 
DPiaits like those used in bicycle skirts are 
preferable. They are all made very long. 
There is no “happy medium” in this mat- 
ter; even tailor gowns have a susp‘cion of 
& train. In fact, there are no,short skirts 
except for rainy-day costumes.

Gulmpes are made of thick fiat lace or 
very full shirring of chiffon. Ribbon velvet 
is much used. Foulard dress often have 
the black and white lace on the same 
gown, and, again, a lace in which black 
and white are intermingled is used.

FORMULA FOR FACE BLEACH. 

Bichloride of mercury in coarse powder 
ten grains; distilled water one pint. Agi- 
tate the two together until a complete 
solution is obtained. Then add half ounce 
of glycerine. Apply with a amall eponge 
as often as agreeable. This is not strong 
enough to bilster and skin the face in aver- 
age cases. It may be inoreaged or reée- 
duced in strength by adding to or taking 
from the amount of bichloride of mercury. 
Do not forget that this last ingredient is 
a powerful poison and should be kept out 
of the reach of children and ignorant per- 
sone.

Formula for rouge: Finely bolted tale. 
four ounces; carmine, two drams; mixed 
together with a little warm and diluted 
solution of gum tragacanth. 

For liquefied rouge: Carmire, diluted 
with alcohol, is the best; dissolve the car- 
mine in the alcohol and add a very little 
acetic acid. I think it is more satisfactory 
to purchase either of these rouges, and it 
will be quite as inexpensive. 


For Superfiuous Hair. 


I read im the Post-Dispatch that ammonia was 
a good cure for superfluous hair. Will you kindly 
inform me if it is really permanent e:* when 
and how to use it? BE. OG. M 


You are mistaken in supposing I have 
recommended ammonia as a‘cure for super- 
fluous hair. Peroxide of hydrogen will 
bleach superfluous hair 60 that it is much 
less conspicuous, but the only real cure in 
my opinion is electrolysis. There are 
one or two good depilatories upon the 
market that will remove superfluous hair, 
but the growth will return anfl the opera- 
tion must be repeated about onee in four 
weeks,

An entire year had the 57-year- 
14 women lived free from suffering with- 
out a stomaca, and had even gained notably 
in body weight in that time, Up to within 
the last week of her life she had been able 
to go about outside of the hospital, but 
then with the appearance of cachectio 
symptome had rapidly succumbed to her 
nt malady."

EFFECTS OF ALCOHOL. 
By Dr. Henry 8. Fendler. 

HE. drinking of alcoho! quickens the 
heart's action ten to fifteen beats a 
minute at first, but after awhile the 

circulation becomes slewer, so that the 
pulse rate will drop at least ag much as 
fifteen or twenty beats below the normal. 

Vision is always diminished and rendered 
unreliable by the drinking of alcohol, The 
acuteness of the sense of hearing is like- 
wise impaired. The increase in the pitch 
of the voice of persons under the influence 
of alcohol is due to impaired hearing. Hal- 
lucinations of hearing are frequent under 
such circumstances. The sense of taste 
and smell are also influenced by alcohol. 
The sense of touch is influenced one 
and careful measurements of the nruscular 
force shows that neither does it escape the 
deleterious action of this poison, All ex- 
perimenters agree that when alcohol is 
taken in excess the result is a profound tia- 
sue and cell degeneration and general star- 
vation of the tissues. 

Alcohol by its anesthetic action soothes 
the irritable nerve centers, and the effects 
are so pleasing that the individual desires to 
repeat the experiment. Often this desire to 
seek relief by its anesthetic effect is really 
an indication of a diseased cendition, which, 
perhaps, is disclosed only by a post-mortem 
examination. 

A century ago the amesthetic action of 
alcohol created dementia and paralysis.

Ts intemperate use of tea and cof- 


fee is as hart as the,intemperate 
use of other stimulants, although the 
harmful effects are not the same. 

Coffee has in it caffein, which is a power- 
ful drug. It affects the optic nerve, pro- 
ducing hypertrophy or hardening and atro- 
phy or enlargement of the nerve, Total 
blindness may result from the immoderate 
use of coffee. It also produces a form of 
intoxication, dizziness being caused by the 
affected optic nerve, 

The people of India are the greatest cof- 
fee drinkers in the world. They are also 
the greatest sufferers from eye trouble. 
The number with eyes affected is probably 
50 per cent greater than in any other 
country. 

The active principle of tea is tannic acid, 
It acts upon the pneumogastrip nerve, 
which supplies the stomach, and impairs 
digestion. It is also calculated to interfere 
with sleep. 

Women of a nervous temperament should 
drink tea and coffee very moderately, if 
at all.

In fact, nothing will be lacking to show 
the Winnebagos as undaunted 
gavages.

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During the St. Louis Exposition a Large Detachment of the Winnebago Tribe of Wisconsin, for a Hundred Years the 
Most Powerful Indians in the Northwest, Will Be Seenin All the Glory of Their Native 
Trappings and All the Wildness of Their Weird Dances. 


Mr. Roddy, a native of Wisconsin. The 
Indians took a fancy to him a long time 
ago and gave him the name of White Buf- 
falo, 

Of the Winenbagos to-dey there are only 
2990. Of this number 178 live in Wisconsiri 
and 1208 on the reservation in Nebraska. 

Yet this is the tribe which once could 
summon 6,000 braves to a war dance! 

The original language of the tribe is 
dead. Bo are many of their primitve cus- 
toms and treditions. 

The name Winnebago comes from an In- 
dian word meaning fetid or salt water, and 
was given to this tribe of Indians through 
@ mistaken belief that the Great Lakes, in 
the neighborhood of which they lived, 
were not composed of fresh water. 

When America was discovered there were 
three grand divisions of the red race domi- 
nant over what is now the United States. 
Of these the Algonquin division ruled over 
the central part of the country. For many 
years the Winnebagos were the most power- 
ful tribe In this division and kept in sub- 
jugation the surrounding tribes, exacting 
tribute and in every way exerting their 
superiority. For more than 100 years the 
Winnebagos reigned supreme. They were 
fearless warriors, haughty and defiant. No 
power seemed great enough to break their 
hold upon the tributary tribes. From mas- 
ters they became tyrants and oppressors 
end the inevitable came. 

A grand coalition of smaller tribes was 
formed against them, There was a general 
and preconcerted uprising through the 
Middle West, and the tributary Indians 


marched against the capital of the Winne- 
bago country, not far north of where Chi- 
cago now is, and for years a war of ex- 
termination was waged. The Winnebagos 
were cut down in the zenith ot their glory; 
their braves were scattered, their homes 
destroyed and their name became a by- 
word and a hissing. 

But, although plunged into insignificance 
and disgrace, they never lost their haughty 
spirit, ever their strongest characteristic. 

This was true to such an extent that 
when the powerful tribe of Illinois Indians 
attempted to interfere in behalf of their 
unfortunate brothers the Winnebagos re- 
sented it and refused the slightest aid. 
This ingratitude so fired the Illinois In- 
dians that they sailed into the Winnebagos 
goon afterward and killed 500 of their best 
warriors. 

During the Revolutionary War the In- 
dians lent aid to the British. Their tur- 
bulent spirit was not easily quelled and 
at the conclusion of peace they took an 
active part In the Miami war in Ohio, 
which was finally put down by “Mad” An- 
thony Wayne, the famous fighting general 
of the young republic. 

The ever present willingness of the Win- 
nebagos to fight made them easy prey to 
the wiles of Tecumseh during the war of 
1812. 

After the close of that conflict the tribe 
live for some time in comparative qui@ 
and increased in oumbers to about 6000, 

In 1826 rich mines, chiefly copper, were 
discovered on their lands and this set In a 
flood of white immigration. This aroused

the Indians and several white men were 
killed. For this offense Red Bird, one of 
their sub-chiefs, and three others were held 
responsible. For several months they 
eluded arrest, but were captured by a de- 
tachment of United States soldiers. All 
four Indians were tried, convicted and 
shot. 

Red Bird, who was a typical Winnebago, 
is described as a remarkably fine specimen 
of Indian manhood. He was 6 feet in 
height, weighed 190 pounds and was erect 
and agile. His nose was long and thin and 
his eyes black and piercing. His hair was 
shining black and hung to his shoulders, 

After his execution the Winnebagos ceded 
their lands to the Government for others 
farther West, and received also many goods 
and an annuity. 

The effect of this move upon the tribe 
was bad. They became slothful and un- 
settled, acquiring many of the habits of 
the homeless, roving Indians common at 
that time. The ground they had was unfit 
for cultivation. Disease and want killed 
many, but the Government said they must 
remain. 

In 1856, however, national officials recog- 
nized the extremity of the situation and 
the removal of the Winnebagos 
to Minnesota. There they again prospered, 
but had lived there only nine years when 
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the Sioux war broke out. Although the 
Winnebagos were friendly, their presence 
Was considered a menace to the safety of 
the white inhabitants of the vicinity, and 
again the poor Indian was ordered to 
“move on." 

This time they were sent to the northern 
part of Dakota, to the “Bad Lands,"" where 
lawless Indians were exiled. The place was 
superiatively bad, There was no wate, 
the ground was sterile and the climate un- 
suited to them. Many suffered death at the 
hands of hostile Indjans. Im three years 
starvation and sickness killed half of the 
tribe. In 1966, when they were allowed to 
move to a reservation in Nebraska, they, 
the descendante of a people who once could 
call 60,000 braves to battle, numbered only 
1222. 

Life was commenced anew, under the su- 
pervision of a government agent, and the 
Inmtians attempted to gain a livelihood. 
Reforms were instituted—although it is not 
a matter of record that they were particu- 
larly welcomed by the Indians. One of these 
reforms provided that the office of Chief 
should be elective. This enabled Black 
Hawk to become Chief of the Winneba- 
gos. He has the name but neither the na- 
tionality nor the greatness of the original 
Black Hawk, who belonged to the Sac and 
Fox tribe.

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GIANTS FARM LANDo ALONG THE NILE 


N the banks of the Blue Nile, some the Egyptian Public Works Department, 


20 miles from ite mouth and in a 


region so inaccessible that even the 
eli-penetrating Briton hes been slow to 
reach i, Sir Willlam Garstin has just dis- 
covered a colony of giants. They are en- 
Gowed with physical attributes. such as 
would have driven their old fairy-tale an- 
Cestors into permanent retirement. 

These giants are farmers. For generation 
after generation they have tilled the soll 
along the banks of the Blue Nile,.and tilled 
it in spite of obstacles that make the an- 
nual harvesting of the Kansas cyclone seem 
like & summer in an amateur garden. The 
old family homesteads of the Nile giants 
have a most annoying habit of disappearing 
intermittently. This pecullarity—<due to the 
uncertain temper of the sluggish stream 
that flows by their doortsepe—has caused 
the gianta to acquire amphibious habits. 
Instead of abandoning the region entirely 
and secking a more trustworthy neighbor- 
hood, they have, with infinite patience and 
forbearance, studied the whims end eccen- 
tricities of the river. When it is bigh they 
move Up out of the wet and oultivate the 
tigh lands. When it is low they move all

The Shillock women are much smaller 
than the men, and are inferior to them in 
looks. They wear their heads closely shaved 
and array themselves, winter and summer 
alike, in skins, which they wear after the 
style adopted by a Broadway eapwteh. fore 
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sirability of propitiating malevolent spirits, 
he ta influenced by no creeds whatever, His 
only modern vice is the harmiess one of 
emoking, and he indulges in that on a scale 
befitting hie stature. The pipe which he 
emokes will hold comfortably a half pound 
ef tobacco, and when he becomes weary of 
holding it between his teeth he passes it 
ever to his wife and she carries it until he 
wishes it again.

the Governor's chair, 

Once started, this oratory, his force of 
character and his sterling worth did the 
rest. 

lIAke another great man named Abraham 
Lincoln, he was born in Kentucky and 
taken to Illinois in early life. Like anoth- 
er great man, of more recently achieved 
greatness, Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan. wio 
was also born in Kentucky, he lost his 
parents in a cholera plague and was 
“brought up by relatives.”’ 


“Dick"’Oglesby d'd not need much bring- 
ing up. .He was of Scotch ancestry, and 
a sturdy Scotch plant grows without much 
culture in the favoring soil and climate 
of America. 


But Oglesby had an uncle, Willis Ogles- 
by. who took charge of him when his par- 
ents died and when he was 12 years old 
took him to Decatur, in INinois. 


He tilled the soil three years, and then 
made up his mind that he was cut out 
for a carpenter. He went back to Kentucky 
and studied that profession for a year. But 
he grew out of that, and returning to De- 
eatur read law three years with Silas 
Robbins, He practiced until he caught 
the gold fever, in 1849. He went to Cali- 
fornfa and brought back some money. 

After that he traveled in Europe, Egypt 
and Arabia. He was nominated for Gov- 
ernor the first time in 1864. He was elected 
over James C. Robinson by 30,000. 


His fiddling, away back in the 40s, was 
What started him toward that goal. He fid- 


.dled for dances ana parties. He fiddled for 


everything except money. He cheerfully 
fiddled all night. He was never known to 
refuse a request to fiddle. He became pop- 
ular and well known through his fiddling, 
and whea he took a notion to run for a 
minor office he redoubled his fiddiing and 
his popularity. 

That launched him in politics and start- 
ed him on the road to fame. 


John B. Hay 
of Belleville was one of the staunchest 
friends and most ardent admirers of Uncle 
Dick Oglesby. 

“He wae the greatest orator of Ilinols,”’ 
said Mr. Hay. “He was without a doubt 
the most eloquent man of all the eloquent 


men who have made the State famous as 
the home of eloquent men. His power to 
sway and control men by the magic of his 
oratory was, I might almost say, 
second to that of no man in 
the country. To start with, he 
had a magnificent figure. His figure was 
towering and topped with a Corinthian cap- 
ital of a head. He wae convincing and 
compelling even before he epoke. He spoke 
in sledge-hammer sentences. He bore down 
all opposition by the music of his voice, the 
magnetism and virility of his personality 
and the Incisiveness and force of hie deliv- 
ery rather than by the keenrese of his 
logic. 

“FIle was not such a rower In the Senate 
as he was on the stump, because on the 
floor of the Senate there was need fcr 
coolnese and greater logic than he poe- 
sessed. He wae an emotional man. The 
very qualities which made him so great an 
orator militated against hie greatnesé as a 
Senator. 


“He dominated everything with which he 
was associated. The convention of 180 
declared for Lincoln = and nominated 
Richard Yates for Governor. I never saw 
anything before or since like his domina- 
tion of that convention. It was absolute 
and complete. The whole work of the con- 
vention seemed but the carrying out of his 
will. 


“There was a dramatic incident which he 
planned and executed. Some of the rails 
which Lincoln and Hanke had split were 
carried into the wigwam and set up in the 
midst of the convention. “* 

“He epoke in Belleville during Lincoln's 
second campaign. The people of this sec- 
tion were opposed rather strongly to his 
renomination. Oglesby got up before them 
and eaid: ‘I came down here to tell you 
that Abraham Lincoln is the greatest man 
6ince George Washington in this country, 
and I am going to prove it to you.’ 

“He proved it to tho satisfaction of ev- 
erybody and an old time majority was piled 
up for Lincoln. 

“He spoke in 1880 at Mascoutah. The 
town was illuminated and there was a 
torchlight procession so. long that it did not 
get through marching until 10:30. Oglesby 
spoke from that hour until nearly 1 o'clock, 
and held the vast crowd. 

“He was a master of invective, but he 
chose to turn his severest sentences with 
humor. He once said: ‘The Democratic 
party has not the ability to govern this 
country. It is as much ase we can do our- 
selves.’ 

“He was a man who never wobbled, as 
they say, in politics and party discipline.

The Village of Millstadt 

a few miles south of Belleville owes to the 
darkness and the mwi of one campaign 
night about 1870 its first and only visit from 
a real Governor. Gov. Oglesby had spoken 
at Waterloo. There was no railroad then 
between Waterloo and Milistadt. He was 
taken to Millstadt in a carriage. A party 
of Belleville gentlemen, among: them John 
B. Hay, drove to Milistadt to meet him. The 
night was so dark and the mud so deep 
that it was decided to stop there unti! morn- 
ing. When it became known that a live 
Governor was at the viliage hotel all the 
townspeople went to sec him. He shook 
hands with all of them, talked in neighbor- 
ly fashion to them, meade a short speech to 
them and completely won their hearts. 


Col. Nathaniel Nilcs 
of Belleville was ea close friend of Gov. 
Oglesby. He sald: 

“It has been publishel! since Gov. Og'es- 
by’s death that he was wcunded at Corinth. 
I think It was at Shiloh. Anyway, I was at 
Fjringfield when the news came that he had 
heen injured, as it was then supposed fa- 
tally. The depression cast over the city by 
the news was most pronounced. The news 
of the death of a President could scarcely 
have caused greater regret. 

“He was a natural orator. He was not 
always grammatical, but he was always 
forecfnl. He had a happy faculty of say- 
ing things in which there was an insidious 
vein of humor. I remember he spoke at 
some sort of a centennial here in Belleville 
once. In the course of the speech he asked 
‘If we should live always what would be- 
come of us?’ 

“His manner to every one was most gra- 
cious. Once I called upon him at his of- 
fice at Springfield, when he was Governor. 
When I started to go he said very earnesily, 
‘IT am much obliged to you for calling on 
me.’ ”’ 

Gov. Gustavus Koerner 
of Belleville was asked by Gov. Oglesby 
to sit with him the day that he listened to 
the pleas and arguments for clemency in 
behalf of the Chicago anarchists con- 
demned to death. G. A. Koerner of Belie- 
ville, the son of Gov. Koerner, was pres- 
ent on ‘that occasion. He said: “Gov. 
Oglesby’s action in commuting the sen- 
tences of four of the anarchists met with 
popular approval I think. He held that 
while the court was justified in finding 
them guilty he considered that there were 
grades of guilt and that the four whom he 
respited were not so guilty as the others. 
I do not think he was swayed by clamor 
one way or another. He was a man who 
did his duty as he saw it.” 


A Letter to Palmer. 


Although opposed to each other in politics 
and frequently so circumstanced as _ fo 
emphasize this opposition, Gov. Oglesby and 
Gen. John M. Palmer were always personal 
friends. Gov. Oglesby wrote a characteris- 
tic letter to Gen. Palmer less than a year

HE stage of a disease, its form, the 
1: constitution of a -patient and his 
financial resources all must enter 
into adhe choice of the climate best suited 
to relieve him. The best time to consider 
the advantages of climate for consump- 
tives is in the inciplency of the disease. In 
the case of phthisical patients sound judg- 
ment should be exercised before separating 
them from their homes and friends. 


When the tuberculosis is definitely ascer- 
tained to ex'st, the question of hygiene and 
climate overshadows every other considera- 
tion. After the disease has invaded the 
lungs and destroyed the function of one- 
third of these organs it is rarely possible 
to by nefit the patient by a change of cli-

door exercise, to promote nutrition, is a 
necessity which must be provided, for. 

Here the question of climate is para- 
mount. If outdoor exercise is necessary at 
all, it Is necessary in every season of the 
year, and consequently a climate suitable 
for this purpose should be recommended. 
A climate free from the extremes of heat 
and cold, and also exempt from long rainy 
and dry seasons should be preferred. Ma- 
larial influences are also detrimental to 
the reparative processes in this disease, 
and should be borne in mind when the 
question: of climate -is considered. 

The most popular resort for consumptives 
are certain portions of the Carolinas, Flo- 
rida, Texas, California, Colorado and Min- 
nesota. In each of these sections of the 
country there are advantages and disad- 


vantages which should be_ carefully 
weighed in their relation to the needs of 
individual cases. Some patients may im- 
prove under climatic influences which 
would imper!l the chances of others. 

By ascertaining the conditions of the at- 
mosphere with neference to heat, cold and 
moisture, which exert the most favorable 
influence on the course of the disease in 
the home climate, and selecting such a cli- 
mate as provides in the highest degree 
such conditions throughout the year, the 
safest course is adopted. 

In order that the physician may know 
where to find these conditions we will con- 
sider briefly some of the climatic features 
of the places mentioned. 

Among the inland resorts, Aiken, 8. C., is 
highly valued by many well-informed phy- 
sicians. 


It possesses a mean winter temperature 
of about 48 degrees. The mean barometric 
pressure is about 90.063 inches. The mean 
temperature /for the year is about 62 de- 
grees. The rainfall is high, nearly 55 inches, 
The relative humidity averages about 60 de-

grees, The prevailing winds at this place 
are from the southwest, and usualiy warm 


and. dry... Whilé Aikén would not be oe 


best all-year resort for consumptives, the 
climate during the winter and spring sea- 
sons is suitable for a large class of phthis- 
ical patients. 


In Northern Florida the climatic condi- 
tions do not differ very much from those 
of Aiken. At Jacksonville the mean height 
of the barometer is about 30.108 inches. 
The mean temprrature is about 70 degrees 
for the year. The mean relative humidity, 
72 degrees; the rainfall, 65 inches. The cli- 
mate is equable, warm and moist, but well 
adapted to outdoor life for invalids. 

The climate of Key ‘West is the most 
equable although the warmest, of any on the 
Eastern Coast of the United States. The 
atmosphere is moist, though mists and fogs 
are of rare occurrence, ,The extremes of 
temperature, moisture and matlvrial influ- 
ences are the only disadvantages of this 
climate. The barometer averages about 
30.076 inches. The mean temperature for 
the year is about 78 degrees; rainfall, 35

inches, and humidity, 73 degrees. 

The Texan ‘Table-lands differ from the 
places mentioned in many respects. There 
the atmosphere is dry and uniformly warm, 
but not oppressive to the invalid. We find 
outdoor life in this climate pleasant most 
of the year, and the dry atmosphere exerts 
a curative effect with a tendency to prevent 
or arrest the softening of the tubercular 
deposit. 


Colorado possesses a clear, dry, bracing 
atmosphere, well adapted to young non-de- 
bilitated phthisical patients in the early 
stages of consumption. The average alt!- 
tude of the barometer for Denver is 29.975 
inches. The mean annual temperature, 47 
degrees; the mean relative humidity, 48 de- 
grees, and rainfall, 9.58 inches.

Tne mean tempera- 
ture for the year is 44 degrees; relative 
humidity, 69 degrees; rainfall, 2 inches. 
This climate, as well as that of Colorado, 
exerts a beneficial influence over nutrition 
and a stimulating effect on the reparative 
efforts of the diseased organs. Properly 
selected cases will derive much benefit 
from a prolonged residence in these cli- 
mates. 

California possesses a climate which may 
be utilized to advantage by consumptive

Prof. Frederick Starr of the Chicago University 
Gas just returned from Old Mexico, where he has 
bebn making plaster casts and accurate measure- 
ents of the primitive people on 

‘ the American continent. 

They are Indians. tribally Knamas, Mixtecos, 
Triquis, Zapotecs and so on. They live in and 
about Osxaca, Prof. Starr made 15 
measurements each of 1125 individuals and secured 
86 plaster casts of busts and faces of these strange 
people, of whom be gives The Sunday Post-Dis- 
Patch the following account: 


BY PROF. FREDERICK STARR. 


HIDSE Mexican Indians whom I have 
been studying have two strangely 
marked physical peculiarities. 

The great toe ise more widely separated 
from the others than fs common. 

In other similar cases it has been suc- 
gested that this formation is due to the use 
of sandals fastened on by thongs passing 
etween the great toe and the second. This 
cannot account for the foot of the Mexican 
Indian, however, for the peculiarity is as 

trongly marked in the women, who wear 

@hoes excopt In one tribe, as in the men, 
@ toes arc more like fingers; they work 
spendently of each other, especially the 
eat toe. In the one tribe whose women 
Wear shoos, tliese are more like soft leath- 
er mitts out of which the toes protruded 
#0 that they cen grasp and pick up a peb- 
ble or a stick. 

Théy all have peculiar hands. Their 

Ts are paired, the first and second fin- 

. Sere on each hand, and also the third and 
_ fourth, being practically equal in length. In 
| @ White man's hand the length of the fin- 
gers varies greatly.

The tingernalls of all the tribes are strong.

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and they replied that working In cold wa- 
ter made their fingernails crooked. This I 
do not believe. Efther the peculiarity is the 
result of some obscure disease, as I am 
inclined to think, or it may constitute an 
inherent characteristic of the strange type. 
Further study will be made of this point. 


I did not expect to find the missing link 
in Mexico. There is a man in this country 
whom some would call by that name. I 
have long intended to get an X-ray photo- 
graph of a negro who has rudimentary tail, 
but the only X-ray pictures yet taken of 
negroes have resulted seriously to the sub- 
jects. Possibly the excess of pigment in 
the skin may account for the serious burns 
they receive from the X-ray light. 


But the fact that there is a man with a 


tall proves nothing more than the pecull- 
arities I have observed—no more than an 
excess of hair or teeth of unusual number 
and kind. 

The nine tribes which I visited, live prac- 
tically as they did before Columbus made 
his first voyage. Though nominally Chris- 
tian, they still maintain the worship of 
their pagan gods. 

Among the Zapotecs one finds women in 
their natural supremacy. The women among 
the American Indians were the heads of 
families until the white man came. 

.If you should meet a family of Zapotecs 
in an ox-cart on the road and should in- 
quire of them the way, it would be the wo- 
man who would reply, and she would give 
you a better answer and be able to express 
herself more intelligently than the man. If

the man should venture to speak first he 
would.be promptly hushed up. 

In all the affairs of the family the wo- 
man exercises the ruling hand. If a man 
should appear in the markets of Tehuante- 
pec he would be promptly driven out. The 
men are never allowed to carry on the 
transactions of buying and selling in the 
markets of the Zapotecs. 


Their trade is barter, their clothing is 
for the man a breech clout and for the 
woman a strip of cloth wound around the 
wa'st. The Juaves are fishermen; they 
weave nets and hollow primitive canoes 
out of logs, the other tribes till the soil and 
barter with the Jouaves for fish and salt. 
They hive bees, which is unusual for primi- 
tive people. They weave rough cloth and 
make pottery. 
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Their Toss Work Independent of 
Each Other and Are Much 
Like Fingers. 


In all the tribes the three-house arrange 
ment prevails. Every family has fts food 
hut (made of mottled-cane), Its eating hut 
(‘n which the sleeping te also done), and the 
god-house, in which the Image of the rain 
kod, the bear god and other defties afte 
housed, and which is used as the guest 
chamber, when any is required. 

I could hardly have chosen a worse time 
for my trip. Even in remote villages the 
Mexican Indians have heard of the recent 
conquests of the United States; they know 
that the Mex‘can Government is Increae- 
ing its defenses, and they fear that the 
Americans wish to rule over all less civil- 
ized people. 

This feeling made tt hard to get measure- 
ments, and especially to secure casts, 
though I had every assistance from the 
Mexican Government. I had with me an 
expert modeller, besides Mexican atten- 
dants. When we wished to get a cast we 
persuaded the victim to He down on his 
back on a mat while we moulded hie face, 
chest and neck with plaster. In this way 
we secured % casts, which will be ar 
ranged in the museum of the university. 

The casts and measurements are surprise 
ing. The mixes have not in their veins a 
drop of African blood, yet they have many 
facial characteristics of the negro—the 
broad, flat nose, the thick protruding lips, 
the wide, low skull. The lowest types are 
quite repulsive. 

The Indians admit that cannibalism ex- 
isted among them until recently. I have 
no doubt that some of the old men I saw 
in the villages had eaten human fiesh 
though none of them would admit it. 

The Triqui Indians are the most degraded 
in Mexico. One of their villages refused 
to permit us to take photographs or caste, 
in spite of the order of the Government, 
and said that if we canfe nearer there were 
machetes and bullets for us. They are 
prone to drunkenness, partly because of 
their cold, clammy climate, and very im- 
moral. Some of their tribal ways I cannot 
describe. Altogether they are a very low 
and primitive type.

It is the same 
with the following that every stock player 
has. As to the matter of plays it is a fact 
that during some of the most prosperous 
weeks at the stock houses the attractions 
have been plays so old that everybody had 
seen them. “Camille” has invariably proved 
a good drawing card, and “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin” is a well spring of profit. So it is 
with a dozen or so of old favorites. And 
no royalties are paid for these plays. Of 
course the stock company cannot depend on 
this line of plays exclusively, but in these 
days of prolific writers it will be strange if 
the stock houses do not soon begin to pro- 
duce original plays. When they do the 
traveling organizations will feel it. How- 
none of us can foresee what will 
happen, so let us content our souls in peace 
and go to see the good shows and stay 
away from the bad.

VAUDEVILLE IN ENGLAND. 

ILL H. FOX (Paddywhiskie), the 
comedy-pianist, who was at the 
Columbia jest week, talks enter- 

tainingly of the English music halis and 
their points of difference from Americga 


| 


the world, and is conductéd more nearly 
on the plan of an American vaudeville 
house than any other English music hall. 
There is no ballet, and the programme is 
extremely lengthy, as many as 3 ‘turns’ 
sometimes appearing on one bill, and 
among them such celebrities as Dan Leno, 
R. G. Knowles, Eugene Stratton, Chirg- 
win Marte Loftus, Marie Lloyd, Julie 
Mackey, the Levy sisters, the Hawthorne 
sisters, any two or three of which at one 
time would be considered an unusually 
strong ‘feature’ bil’ in America. 


“Drinks are sold at bars in all the musi¢ 
halls during the performances, and all are 
presided over by barmaids. Indeed, the 
barmaids are quite one of the attractions 
at many of the halls. Only one perform- 
ance a day is given at any of the first- 
class halls, with an occasional matinee on 
holidays or special occasions. The ‘two- 
shows-a-day’ idea does not appeal to the 
British people. Business at all the lead- 
ing music halls ts uniformly large. 


“The greatest difference that I can see 
between our vaudeville theaters and the 
English music halls is that we have no 
barmaids and seldom sell liquor in our 
reputable theaters. The nearest approach 
to a London music hall that I know in 
America is Koster & Bial’s, New York, or 
perhaps the Orpheum in San Francisco, 
I can’t say the British barmaid particularly 
pleases me. I prefer a male bartender who 
knows how to make a cocktail and draw 4 
giass of beer. 

“The British theater-goers are essentially 
loyal. When once you please them they 
never forget your specialty or seem to 
tire of it. I played & weeks in London, 
and return in June for another long en- 


pebble on the beach,’ “Then the pipe went 
out,” etc., are as meaningless in London as 
‘Shte’s got the needle’ would be on this 
aide. 


“I can’t say that I found the English 
as slow to grasp a joke as they have been 
represented, provided the joke does not 
turn on some slang phrase or phase of life 
unfamiliar to them. Good, witty jokes or 
‘gags,’ which, by the way, they call 
‘wheezes,’ are grasped as quickly and 
laughed at as heartily in Engiand as here, 
and when it comes to songs, you don’t need 
any boy in the gallery to help you over 
there. Once they take a fancy to a song, 
the whole audience will join in the chorus. 
Should a favorite song be omitted they will 
‘holler’ for it and seldom become quiet until 
they get it. 


“Do I like England as well as America? 
Well, that’s easily anawered. I wes born 
in America; it is quite natural, therefore, 
that I should believe it to be God's own 
country. But one thing I will say, I was 
never more kindly received in my perform- 
ance by a theater-going public, or treated 
with more respect and courtesy by man- 
agers and performers than I was in Bu- 
rove. 

“As to the feeling in England toward 
America and Americans; my experience is 
that it is very cordial] just at present. Let 
an American flag be shown and it will be 
heartily cheered. This result has been 
mainly brought about by the war. Before 
that the cordial feeling was not nearly s°0 
pronounced. I believe, in the main, this 
feeling is genuine, though possibly there 
may be a messure of seliish sateres: in it 
in some quarters. I think the war has 
brought Englishmen of all classes to a bet-

THE SATURNIAN SYSTEM. 


Vast Space Swept by That Planet and 
Its Nine Known Satellites. 

The announcement from Harvard obser- 
Watory of a ninth satellite of Saturn is a 
matter of great interest in astronomical 
circles. The new satellite was discovered 
by means of photography at Arequipa, 
Peru.

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Raising Pot and Savory Herbs for 
Druggists and Market Men. 


From Vick's Magazine. 

There is one way for women fond of gar- 
dening to earn a supply of spending money 
in an easy way. It is by raleing herbs for 
druggists and market men; the latter will 
take most of them while green, a regular 
supply being delivered every second day. 
It is light work after the planting has been 
accomplished, and some of the roots being 
perennial, they do without. replacing for 
several years. Lavender, sage, thyme, mint 
and hoarhound are among the perennials, 
Sage and parsley are most common! 
Planted, but thyme, mint, hoarhound, - 
joram, summer savory and lavender areas 
easily raised and pay fully as well. When 
raising them for market men, make your 
arrangements with them early in the sea- 
s0n, agreeing to furnish eo much per week 
of the green herbs, in bulk or tied in 
bunehes, as his business requires. The 
balance not used in this way can be dried 
and the dried pracwes can be readily sold 
to druggists. During the eummer, parsicy, 
marjoram, mint, sage, and thyme are freely 
used in large markets, parsiey, summer 
savory and thyme being sent out with soup 
pieces, mint with lamb, and the sage is 
used for seasoning chopped meats. Leaves 
for decorating can, also, often be sold to 
these men, Swiss cards and the variegated 
beet being especial! valuable for such 
w 


ork. 

When drying the herbs, pick the young, 
tender shoots before the plants show signs 
of blossoming, a dry day being the dest for 
the work. ey should be well shaken to 
remove the dirt, and then epread on papers 
to dry, the color being better if dried in a 
room where there is no sunlight and no 
currents of air. The mans should be turned 
every day, and will be dry in a few days; 
the herbs can then be put up in paper 
bags and hung in a dry place. It is well 
net to sell too early, aa if it Is offered be- 
fore the bulk of the new crop ite in the 
market it will be called last year’s. Most

My plan is this: As soon as the plants 
have grown new ehoots in the spring to 
the height of three inches, cut off all the 
large leaves and new shvots, then allow 
them to grow again, cutting as before. This 
is kept up during the whole season, care 
being exercised not to cut any hard, woody 
stems, but just the large leaves and tender 
stems. The herbw require a rich soil to do 
ell. and the hoe or rake must be used 
ften, to keep the ground stirred around 
the roots of the plants. If the hose can be 
irned on every night during the hot, dry 
Jammer, the plants will quickly pay for the
